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SEVERAL interesting reports from the Judge Ad- 
vocates of the Army were received this week at the 
Office of the Acting Judge Advocate General. 


ON the division team of twelve at Fort Leaven- 
worth five of its members were cavalry men—some- 
thing unusual, and much to the credit of the cay- 
alry arm, whose proportion is six regiments in the 
Division of the Missouri, against seventeen regi- 
ments of infantry. 














Major JAMES BIDDLE, 6th Cay.; Major FaRns- 
worTH, Inspector-General, and Captain Epwarb 
Hunter, 1s‘ Cavalry, were detailed on Monday as 
a board, under section 2 of the Act of Con- 
gress approved Aug. 4, 1886, to assist the Secre- 
tary of War in examining and reporting upon 
claims of States and Territories against the United 
States. 








THE nine non-commissioned officers who were 
examined for promotion have not yet been com-- 
missioned, and it is not definitely decided that they 
will be. At present there are eleven vacancies in 
the grade of 2d lieutenant, but the President i is not 
disposed to fill them all just now and leave West 
Point graduates out in the cold. The graduating 
class will number sixty-five. It may be decided 
at an early date, however, to commission those who 
have successfully passed their examination. 








THE retirements of Brigadier-General PoTrTeR, 
Oct. 12; Colonel G. N. WHIsTLER, 15th Infantry, 
Oct. 19, and of Colonel L. P. Brap.ey, Dec. 8, will 
materially increase the flow of promotion, but until 
a successor to General PoTTEeR has been designated by 
the President it is impossible to give an accurate 
ist of the resulting promotions. Were it assured 
that an infantry colonel would receive the star then 
the list could be prepared, but it may fall to an 
artillery or a cayalry colonel, although many seem 
to doubt it. 








By act of Congress, approved March 27, 1794, the 
following rates of pay for commissioned and war- 
rant officers were established: Captain, $75 per 
month, and six rations per day; Lieutenant, $40 
per month, and three rations; Lieutenant of Marines, 
$26 per month, and two rations; Chaplain, $40 per 
month, and two rations; Surgeon, $50 per month, 
and. two rations; Purser, $40 per month, and two 
rations ; Boatswain, Gunner, Sailmaker, and Car- 
penter, each $14 per month, and two rations a day. 
Rather a contrast to the pay table of A. D. 1886. 








So FAR as we Gan learn, officers of other armies, 
unlike our own, are not interfered with between 
their hours of duty, and they go wherever they wish. 
They are not hunted at all hours of the day and 
night by orderlies with messages, orders, etc., that 
could as well be delivered at a fixed office hour 
daily. How can we expect our young officers to 
become “self-respecting, self-reliant, manly, cour- 


teous men, if we treat them as small boys; place no 
réliance or responsibility on them, allow them no 
discretion, and subject them to discourteous treat- 
ment from their seniors? Is not a reform in this 
respect needed i in our Service, or in some parts of it 
at least ? 
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ALTHOUGH the Secretary of War bas been on duty 
for some time the appointments to the head of the 
Medical and of the Engineer Departments of the 
Army have not yet been finally decided upon. It 
is the impression at the War Department that they 
will not be made until after the retirement of Briga- 
dier General Potter, which occurs on October 14. 
It is taken for granted that Colonel Duane will 
be appointed Chief of Engineers. Our information 
now is that Colonel OrLANDO B. Wiiicox, Twelfth 
U. S. Infantry, will be appointed Brigadier General, 
the special reasons for passing him over for the ben- 
efit of General Porrer, which existed until the lat- 
ter was promoted, no longer prevailing. 








Tue Brooklyn Union has a fearful tale to tell of 
the way two soldiers, CUNNINGHAM and McHvueu#, of 
Fort Hamilton, were treated while in camp at Creed- 
moor, and subsequently while awaiting trial by 
General Court-martial for various offences. An 
eye-witness of the occurrence, according to the 
Union, admits there is very little sympathy among 
the soldiers for the two offenders, but still thinks 
there was injustice done. It seems enough to say 
McHuas got dishonorable discharge and five years’ 
imprisonment for an offence which in any other 
service but our own would have incurred a much 
more severe punishment, perhaps death. CUNNING- 
HAM’s Offence was mainly drunkenness, and his 
punishment was light. 








ACCORDING to an official report on the French 
Naval Estimates, it appears that the value of the 
French Fleet afloat was $40,000,000 in 1872, and 
that next year it will be $60,000,000, or close upon 
$80, 000, 000 counting the ships in course of con- 
struction. The report says that between 1872 and 
1886 asum of over $90,000,000 has been spent in 
new ships. Among the questions dealt with at 
great length in the report is the speed of the French 
ships of war. Regret is expressed that none of the 
French ironclads, not even those now being built, 
can steam more than sixteen knots, whereas several 
foreign ironclads steam eighteen knots. The report 
owns that with respect tothe speed of her war- 
vessels France is in .a decidedly inferior position. 
As for the fleet of torpedo-boats possessed by 
France, it now consists of nine seagoing torpedo- 
boats, eighteen first-class torpedo boats, forty-one 
of the second class, and nine torpedo vidette boats. 
Five other torpedo-boats are to be completed next 
year, and another torpedo-boat of an entirely new 
description has just been ordered. It is to steam 
twenty-five knots, and to be called the Ouragan. 
Eight more aviso torpedo boats will also be finished 
and delivered to the government by the end of the 
year. 








Ir was recently announced from Washington that 
the first of the 8-inch naval steel guns built at the 
Washington yard had burst on the thirteenth round 
during its trial at the Annapolis proving ground. 
It is now stated that this report had its origin in 
the jealousies aroused by the recent changes in the 
Washington yard. In answer to inquiries from the 
Ordnance Bureau of the Navy Department a tele- 
gram has been received from Ensign Lioyp, the 
officer in charge of the proving grounds, stating 
that no accident whatever had happened to the 
8-inch steel rifle, and that it was last fired Sept. 23. 
It is further stated that the gun has thus far proved 
satisfactory in every respect, and it is claimed that 


it will prove the best gun of its kind in the world, 
It has not yet been through the statutory testa, 
however, required by law, and is now awaiting the 
action of the board of naval officers appointed by 
the Secretary of the Navy, who will endeavor to 
test it as thoroughly as if in genuine battle. The 
gun has simply been fired tor the purpose of devel- 
oping the powder. Four rounds of the Westphalian 
powder had been ordered for the Atlanta before 
Messrs. DuPont had developed their cocoa powder, 
and the gun was fired with both kinds, showing the 
DuPont powder but a little less satisfactory than 
the Westphalian. With a charge of 123 Ibs. the 
gun gave a velocity of 2,013 feet per second, and 
with 122 Ibs. it gave 1,999 feet. As the velocity 
desired was 2,000 feet, it was considered that the 
preliminary tests were highly satisfactory, particu 
larly as the pressures developed were well within 
the limit of safety. 








We do not intend, as we have said elsewhere, to 
pass judgment upon General MILEs’s report of his 
operations in Arizona until we have the report 
before us. The probabilities now are that it will 
not be made public until the Secretary of War has 
completed his own report. That General MILEs’s 
report does not give satisfaction to all the authorities 
at Wazhington is obvious, and it: was among the 
subjects under discussion at the Cabinet meeting of 
Thursday. No decision with reference to it was 
reached, and action on it will probably be delayed 
for some days, as there are important and difficult 
questions to be settled. There is a prospect that 
Gé@heral .MILEs may be summoned to Washington 
for explanation, and this would seem to be the fair- 
est course to take. A word of explanation some- 
times makes clear what reams of correspondence can- 
not elucidate. General MILEs is considered to have 
departed from the letter of his instructions, but it 
does not follow that he has exceeded the reasonable 
discretion allowed him. When he assumed command 
of the Dept. of Arizona the Lieutenant General direct- 
ed him to establish his headquarters near the South- 
ern Pacific, and that ‘‘ the operations looking to the 
destruction or capture cf the hostile Indians be 
ceaselessly carried on.” The Lieutenant General 
refrained from embarrassing General Mites with 
specific instructions concerning his military opera- 
tions, further than to direct the vse of United States 
troops in the pursuit of Indians. The Department 
criticism now is that a surrender is not a capture in 
any sense of the word, and that General Mives 
should not have made any terms in view of the pre- 
cejJent in General Croox’s case, who could have 
secured the prisoners last spring had he been 
allowed to accept conditions. But it should not be 
forgotten that the general ‘public are not at all con- 
cerned with the question of a division of credit 
between General Mites and General Crook. They 
ask only whether the Apaches are where they can 
do no further mischief, and if this question is an- 
swered to their satisfaction, and it is further shown 
that General MiL¥s was hampered with instructions 
which would have prevented him ftom accomplish- 
ing the desired result if they had been strictly fol- 
lowed, the popular criticism will be upon the in- 
structions and not upon General Mites. What the 
country wants is peace in Arizona; not an oppor- 
tunity to brandish a few Indian scalps. The im- 
portant question then is whether our warfare with 
the Indians in Arizona and won Mexico is at 





an end.

RECENT DEATHS, 


THE Philadelphia North American, referring to 
the death, Sept. 7, of William H. Frailey, son of the 
late Commodore J. Madison Frailey, U. 5. N., says: 
“He was one of the most gentle-mannered, well- 
bred and socially brilliant of the generation just en- 
tering middle age. With a natural tendency to 
delicate heaith, the strength of Mr. Frailey had be- 
come greatly impaired by his close and earnest de- 
votion to his exacting duties in the financial depart- 
ment of the Pennsylvania Railroad Company. Mr. 
Frailey leaves a widow, the daughter of John Brown 
Parker, Esq., of Carlisle, and his married life has 
been a singularly lovely and attractive one. He 
served as captain’s clerk aboard the steamer Quaker 
City, commanded by his father, off Charleston, 8. 


| C., during the blockade of that port, and partici- 


pated in an action with the Confederate * Rams.’ 
At fifteen years of age he entered the Naval Acade- 
my, and graduated with honor in 1867. He served 
under Admiral Farragut during his famous cruise 
in European waters. In 1870 he resigned from the 
Navy to enter commercial life, where his distin- 
guished abilities enabled him to take a commanding 
peeSee. The funeral took place, Sept. 20, from St. 
tephen’s Church, Philadelphia, and was largely at- 
tended. meng those present were Rear Admiral 
Mullany, U. 8. N., and General Lewis Merrill, U.S. 
A. The Board of Directors of the Pennsylvania R. 
Co., in a ‘minute’ on the death of Mr. Frailey, 
say: ‘His marked ability in the performance of his 
duties, his strict anc methodical business habits, his 
maniiness, integrity and unvarying courtesy, made 
him a most valuable and efficient officer, and won 
for him the esteem and respect of all with whom he 
came in contuct. By his death. this company is de- 
prived of a faithful officer whose abilities promised 
a wider sphere of usefulness, and the community 
loses an upright and worthy citizen.’ ”’ 


Rear ADMIRAL BEDFORD C. T. Pim, British Navy, 
who died in London, Oct. 4, aged sixty, was the son 
of Capt. Edward Bedford Pim, a distinguished naval 
officer, and made a voyage around the world in H. 
M. 8. Herald in 1845-51, and was engaged from first 
to last in tbe search for Sir John Franklin, both 
through Behring's Straits and Butlin’s Bay. He was 
the ofticer who reached the Investigator and saved 
the crew of that ship, besides being the first man 
who made his way from a ship on the eastern to a 
ship on the western side of the Northwest Passage. 
He waa retired in 1870, having been advanced to the 
rank of captain in April, 1868. He then-prepared 
himself for u new profession, and in 1873, at the age 
of forty-seven, was called to the bar. He has since 
been interested in promoting a railway across Nica- 
ragua and in writing works on geograpbical sub- 
jects. ‘’wo years ago he visited the U.S., and, after 
spending some time in Nicaragua, went to Wash- 
ington in the hopes of interesting our Government 
in the Nicaragua Canal scheme. He was in Phila- 
deiphia during the session of the Scientific Congress, 
and read a paper before that body. He had many 
friends in the United States, where he was most 
highly appreciated, both on account of his scientific 
attainments and bis genial social characteristics. 


A VETERAN soldier. of long and faithful service, 
Ordnance Sergeaut Geo. 8. P. Bradford, U.S. A., 
died at Clark's Point, New Bedford, Mass., Sept. 30. 
The immediate cause of his death was from the 
effects ot lifting heavy shot and shell the day previ- 
ous, for the old soldier was ‘on duty ”’ to the last. 
Bradford was born in Quebecin 1822, enlisted in 1846, 
served through the Mexican War at Vera Cruz, 
Cerro Gordo, Contreras, Churubusco aud the City of 
Mexico as 9 ae Sergeant and Ist Sergeant of 
Battery B, Ist U. S. Artillery. On January 1, 1862, 
he was appointed Q. M. Sergeant of the Ist Artillery, 
and a few days afterwards was appointed Ordnance 
Sergeant. During the War he rendered valuable 
service as a drill master and he was in all respects a 
model non-comunissioned officer and soldier. His 
comrade Ordnance Sergeants are indebted to him 
more than they are, perhaps, aware, for the increase 
of pay given them some Years ago, for it was Brad- 
ford’. energy and Bradford's influence with his for- 
mer commanders which contributed largely tu the 
desired result. 


Mrs. Jutra Rickrrrs LAWRENCE, who died in 
Washington this week, was the mother of the wife 
of Gen. Jas. B. Ricketts, U. 8. Army. Mrs. Lawrence 
was the widow of the late John Thorp Lawrence, of 
the Island of Jamaica, who acted as flag midship- 
man to Lord Collingwood at the battle ot Trafalgar. 
She leaves two sons, John Lawrence, of Ohio, and 
James Ricketts Lawrence, of New York, and one 
daughter, Mrs. Ricketts. The funeral services took 

lace in Washington and the remains were takev to 

ilizabeth, N. J., where they were interred Oct. 7. 


Mr. Henry R. PENNINGTON, a member of the Del- 
aware Bar and cler« of the municipal Court of Wil- 
mington, Del., died in Dover Oct. 6, of consumption. 
When a youth he entered the Naval Academy at 
Annapolis, was graduated June 7, 1870, and resigned 
Juae 15, 1873. His family is prominent in Delaware 
and the deceased gentleman had a large circle of 
friends. 


GENERAL J. M. HEDRICK, who served with dis- 
tiction during the war as colonel of the 15th lowa 
Infantry, was wounded several times and a prisoner 
of war in 1862, died October 4at Ottumwa, Lowa. 
He received the brevet of Brigadier-General for his 
faithful and meritorious services.

GEN. SHERMAN AND THE CORRESPONDENTS. 


THE last volume of the * Officiul Records of the 
Rebellion ”’ covtains the story of Gen. Sherman's 
controversy in 1863, with,Mr. Thomas W. Knox, at 
that time a correspondent of the New York Herald 
and now a literary gentlemun, well-known in New 
York as Col. Knox. ‘The correspondence opens with 
a letter from Sherman to Admural Porter, dated 
Feb. 4, 1863, in which he says: 

The spirit of anarchy seems deep at work at the North, 
more glarming than the batteries that shell at us from the 
opposite shore. I am going to have the correspondent of the 
New York Herald tried by a court-martial as a spy, not that 
I want the fellow shot, but because I want to establish the 

rinciple that such people cannot attend our armies, in vio- 
fation of orders, and defy us, publishing their garbled state- 
ments and defaming otlicers who are doing their best. 

Next appears G. O. No. 13, Hdqrs. Dept. Tenpes- 
see, Feb. 19, 1863, giving the record of the Court- 
martial before which Mr. Knox was tried, and of 
which Brig.-Gen. J. M. Thayer, U.S. A., was presi- 
dent and whose conclusions were sharply criticized 
by Gen. Sherman in a Jetter to A. A. G. Rawlins, in 
which he says: 

The findings of the third charge, first specification, are, 
“the facts proven as stated but attaches no criminality 
thereto,” viz.: that the accused knowingly and wilfully dis- 
obeyed the lawful command of the proper authority by ac- 
companying the expedition down the Mississippi below 
Helena. The inference is that the commanding otfficer nad 
no right to probibit citizens trom accompanying a military 
expeuition, or, it be does, such citizens incur no criminality 
by disregarding such command. The finding of the first 
specific ation, first charge, “Guilty, except the words, *there- 
by conveying to the enemy an approximate estimate of its 
strength, in direct violation of the 57th Article of War,’ ” in- 
volves the principle that publication of Army organization 
and strength ina per taving the circulation South and 
Nortb of the New York Herald does not amount to an indi- 
rect conveyance of intelligence totheenemy. .... . 

lf to prove the conveyance of indirect intormation to the 
enemy it be necessary to tollow that intormation trom its 
source to the very armies arrayed against us, whose country 
thus far our hundreds of thousands of men have been un- 
able to invade, and yet whose newspapers are made up of 
extracts frum these very Northern papers, then it is truit- 
less to attempt to conceal from them ali the data they could 
need to make successful resistance to our plans, and to at- 
tack our detached parties and lines of communication. To 
this cause may well be attributed the past reverses to our 
armies aud the failure ot almost every plan devised by our 
Generals. I believe this cause has lost us millions of money, 
thousands of lives, and will continue to defeat us to the end 
of time, unless some remedy be devised. 

Next appears a letter from Mr. Knox, dated April 
6, 1863, enclosing a copy of an order from the Presi- 
dent, authorizing him to return to the Department 
and remain with Gen. Grant’s approval. Following 
are these letters from Gens. Grant and Sherman: 

BEFORE VICKSBURG, April 6, 1863. 
Thomas W. Knox, Correspondent New York Herald: 

The letter of the President of the United States author- 
izing you to return to these headquarters. and to remain 
with my consent, or leave if such consent is withheld, has 
been shown me. 

You came here first in positive violation of an order from 
Gen. Sherman. Because you were not pleased with his 
treatment of army- tollowers, who had violated his order, 
you attempted to break down his influence with his com- 
mand and to blust his reputation with the pubiic. You 
made insinuations against his sanity, and said mauy things 
which were untrue, aud, so tar as your letter had iniluence, 
calculated to affect the public service untavorably. 

Gen, Sherman is one of the ablest soldiers and purest men 
in the country. You have attacked him and been sentenced 
to expulsion irom this Department tor the offence. Whilst 
I would coniorm to the slightest wish ot the President 
where it is formed upou a fair representation of both sides 
of any question, my respect tor Gen. Sherman is such that 
in this case I must decime, unless Gen. Suermanu first gives 
his consent to your remaining. 

U. S. GRANT, Major-General.

CAMP NEAR VICKSBURG, Apru 8, 1863. 
Major-General Grant: 

DEAR Sir: I received last:nigbt the copy of your answer 
to Mr. Knox’s application to retarn and reside near your 
headquarters. 1 thank you tor the mannerand substance of 
that reply. Many regard Kuox as unworthy the notice he 
has received, ‘nis is true; but 1 send you bis letter to me 
and my answer. Uoserve in his letter to me, sent long before 
1 could bave heard the result of his application to you, he 
makes the assertion that you had no objection, but ratner 
wanted him back, and only as a matter of form required my 
assent. He regretted a difference between a “* poruon of the- 
Army and the press.” ‘ine insolence of these tellows is in- 
supportavle, I know they are encouraged, but | know 
human pature well enough, and that .hey wil be the first to 
turn ugalost their patrons. Mr. Lincolg, of course, fears to 
incur the enmity of tbe Herald, but he must rule the 
Herald or the Herald will rule biw ; he can take his choice.

Kven now tue real people of our coun- 
try Degiu to tear and tremble ut it, and Jouk to our armies 
as the uncuor of sulety, OF order, subimissivn to authority, 
bound together by a real Government, aud not by the ciam- 
or of a demoralized press and crowd of demagogues.

A Laredo despatch says: Pariies who have visited 
El Coyote’s last battlefield in Mexico report finding 
several bodies of whites, confirmiug all other reports 
in regard to the killing of El Coyote and his men. 
Since that trouble there have been no indications of 
revolutionary movements in Mexico. 

Gen. Vela, with 690 men of the 5th and 26th Infan- 
try, Mexican Army, arrived in Matamoras October 
3, and took command of the Department of the Rio 
Bravo. The rest of his troops will shortly arrive and 
the 4th Infantry will go to San Luis Potosi, while the 
cavalry regiments will be formed in one corps un- 
der Col. Motius Hinojosa. 

A Brownsville despatch of October 1, referring to 
the escape of two murderers—Samuel Reed sand 
Samuel Williams—from the jail in Matamoras, says 
* At4p.™M. the Mexican sergeant of the guard re- 
aber their escape, but it was toolate. Half an 
,0ur later Reed hoisted himself into the quarters of 
Captain J. H. Bradford, 19th U. 8. Infantry, in Fort 
Brown, from whose company he is a deserter, aud 
asked assistance to continue his flight. The officer 
replied * I will have you arrested,” when Reed fied 
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and evaded capture. The escape excites much un- 
favorable comment, as it 1s alleged that large sums 
of money must have been spent to secure their es- 
cape. Captain Bradford is much chagrined at their 
escape. The crime for which these men were sen- 
tenced to death was committed in January last.” 





Dept. of the Platte—Brig. Gen. George Crook. 


The troops at Rock Springs, Wyoming, have got- 
ten fixed there very comfortably, the Umon Pacific 
Coal Co., having allowed them the use of six build- 
ings from the Old No. 6 Mining Settlement, now 
abandoned, and such a feeling of uneasiness still ex- 
ists among the Chinese miners that they would not 
remaiu at the place were not the troops there to pro- 
tect them. 





Dept. of Dakota.—Brig. Gen. T. H. Ruger, 

Col. Otis, commanding at Fort Assinniboine, tele- 
graphed Oct. 1, that Lieut. George Backus, Ist Cav- 
alry, had returned, having been out about a week. 
On Sept. 17 the picket ou Black Coulee, five miles 
from Marias, found 13 Indians with 20 ponies and 
gave chase. The Indians fired on the party, who re- 
turned the fire, and continued the pursuit, in which 
they were joined by the entire detachment. The 
trail was followed 40 miles, but was then lost. When 
Jlast seen they were going 10 the direction of the 
Piegan Agency- Col. Dudley, commander at Fort 
Custer, reports that on Sept. 26 he was informed 
that a War party of Crows had that day killed two 
Assinniboine sqnaws and wounded another pot far 
from Fort Peck. He ut once despatched Troop K— 
Boutelle’s—Ist Cavalry, to intercept the party on 
its return. On the night of Sept. 24, 200 horses were 
stolen from the Piegans, probably by a part of the 
sume band of Crows that was seen near Fort Peck. 
Two troops of the cavalry have been ordered from 
Fort Custer to Yellowstoue. 


Division of the Pacijic—Maj.-Gen.O.O, Howard, 

The San Francisco Post says: ** Next month the 
officers and ladies of the military posts will inaug- 
urate their series of winter receptions. At Angel 
Island Saturday afternoons will be devoted to 
friends and vistors, and many pleasant hops are 
anticipated. Tuesday evening will be held sacred 
to the demands of hospitality at the Presidio. The 
ladies of the latter post have arranged for promen- 
ade concerts to alternate with evenings devoted to 
dancing.”* 


Diviston of the Atlantic.—Maj.-Gen. Schofield. 

Riverside Park has resumed again something of 
the tranquillity that prevailed a little more thana 
year ago, before it became known to the world as 
the tinal resting-place of General Grant. Little 
more will be done about the grounds until the 
movument is ready to rise up above the Hudson and 
look dawn over the city tothe Bartholdi Statue of 
Liberty in the bay ten miles below. Since the troops 
were removed last July a detail of Park Police has 
been stationed nigbt and day at the vault. Every 
morning the officer in charge of the detail directs 
the opening of the inner doors of the vault. In the 
evening they are closed again, the key remaining 
under the care of the officer in command of the de- 
tal. An American flag is raised on the flag-staff be- 
side the tomb each day. The most frequevt visitors 
are the members of General Grant’s family. Every 
week a florist under the direction of Colonel Grant, 
— a special floral tribute to place within on the 
coffin. 


Dept. of Arizona,—Brig.-Gen, N. A. Mites. 

The Tucson Daily Star says: “*Geronimo aud his 
band are prisoners and Arizona has not only peace, 
but the almost certain prospect of continuous peace 
and safety. With the capture and banishment of 
the hostiles nature has given bountiful rains, such 
as Arizona has not rejoiced under for years. Every 
valley is verdant with bountiful vegetation and 
every hillside affords ample pasturage. The agri- 
culturist sees before bim the prospect of remunera- 
uve crops. The mining camps, from which the 
miner was driven by fear of Indizus, are again be- 
coming the scene of thrifty industry. Tbe future 
of Arizona is secured.”’ 

The statement in Gen. Miles’s official report of the 
Apache campaign that Geronimo was not captured, 
but surrendered conditionally, is flatly contradicted 
by Capt. Lawton, who in a private telegram to Lieut. 
Albee, of the Winchester Armory, dated Albu- 
querque, N. M., Oct. 1, explicitly denies that the 
surrender of Geronimo was coupled wich any con- 
ditions whatsoever. Lieut. Albee, who served many 
years with Capt. Lawton, states that the latter’s 
record as an Indian fighter during the last fifteen 
years precludes the probability of his making terms 
With Geronimo when he bad cornered him after an 
all summer's chas2. 

A despatch from Albuquerque, N. M., Oct. 6, says: 

Gen, Miles was asked yesterday by a reporter what he 
thought of the publish statements or bulletins assumed 
to have been written upon official information furnished at 
the War Department as to his capture of Geronimo. *“Those 
Teports,” replied the General, * emanate from the brains of 
a0 unscrupulous and envious person. whose object appears 
to be to distort the truth, with the intention of injuring me. 

he pretence that the surrender of Geronimo and other hos- 
tiles was other than the result of the gallant and arduous 
operations of the troops in the field is simply childish. 
Surely no intelligent man would believe that the Apaches, 
who have been roaming over this mountainous region for 
Eeuerations, masters of the situation, would have thrown 
‘OWn their arms, sacrificed their property, surrendered their 
iberty, accepted perpetual banishment from their native 
country, placed themselves and their families at the mercy 
of the Government unless they had been subjuvated by the 
fullitary forces. The mildest punishment evidently in store 
ir them far exceeds in severity that ever before inflicted 
ion any body of Indians in this country. I am quite will- 
te et every official act of mine in this enterprise should 
oth nown to the public. I would much prefer that my 
4 cial report should be published than that extracts and 
po a statements should be thrown out. I was given vb- 
Ev, Ciscretionary authority to conduct the campaign.

Nearly one week elapsed between the sale of the corn and 
the purchase of the meat, showing it was not the intention 
to apply the proceeds of the sale of the ccrn to that purpose 
at the time.”

THE RECEPTION, 


THE reception of General Miles by the citizens of 
Prescott took place yesterday at the Court House. 
At 3 o’clock the General, with his staff, drove up to 
the entrance to the Court House yard, where 
they were met by a committee of citizens com- 
posed of Messrs. Levi Bashford, T. P. Otis, 
Judge Rush, and Hugo Richards, who escorted the 
distinguished soldier and his staff, composed of Maj. 
Barber, A. A. G.; Colonel Glenn, Chief Paymaster; 
Major Kimball, Chief Quartermaster; Captain Pull- 
man, A. Q. M.; Captain Weston, Chief Commissary ; 
Lieut. E. J. Spencer, Chief of Engineers, and Lieut. 
R. B. Watkins, Chief Signal Officer, the Prescott 
Grays formiog a squad of honor. The Court House 
was crowded with the citizens of our metropolis, 
all eager to do honor to tbe man who received the 
surrender of Geronimo and shipped the last of the 
hostile tribes from the soil of Arizona. After 
music by the 9th Infantry band, Mayor Kelly in- 
troduced Judge Sumuver Howard, who made the 
address of welcome. 

Gen. Miles, who, by the way, is a splendid speci- 
men of the man physically, replied in suitable terms 
complimenting the brave soldiers of bis command 
who tollowed the trail of these Indians through 
mountain ranges and rocky cafions, in the heat of 
summer, until their capture was effected. The Gen- 
eral said that when he saw the last train of these 
Indians on their way East, it occurred to him that 
they would make as good citizens a thousand or 
twelve hundred mules from Arizona as they had 
been here. Now, he suid, you will receive in their 
stead train load after train load of hardy, industri- 
ous pioneers, who will assist in developing the many 
resources of your Territory. He concluded by say- 
ing that many soldiers would come among us and 
that he huped nothing would ever occur to mar the 
cordial feeling of reciprocal respect aud esteem 
which now exist between the military and the citi- 
zens of Arizona. After a general handshaking, the 
General and staff paid their respects to Acting Gov- 
ernor Bayard, at the (ity Hall. 

The General left last evening for Albuquerque, 
from whence he soon goes East, carrying with him 
the respect and esteem of every citizen of Prescott. 








PRESENT CONDITION OF THE SIOUX. 


Tue Herald of Health publishes a letter from the 
Sioux chief, Red Cloud, in which he assures us that 
he is the white man’s friend and gives the following 
particulars as to the condition of his tribe: 


As to the Indian chiefs. Many of the older ones are dead 
and gone to the land in which their fathers live. Chief Sit- 
ting Bull is living at Standing Rock Agency, and Chiet Spot- 
ted Tail is dead. I myself am getting old, and the fires of 
youth begin to burn low in the eyes that were once quick to 
discover the approach of an enemy or the presence of game. 

You inquire atter the bealth and working habits of my 

»yple. As to the health of the Indians on this reservation, 
it. compares now favorably with that enjoyed by them be- 
fore being placed on reservations. An almost entire change 
yo their manner of living when tirst adopting the habits of 
their white brethren cause:| much disease among them. The 
Indians were not accustomed to the weat of domestic 
animals; they lived upon the flesh of tbe buffalo, antelo 
deer, bear, etc., and lived and slept in the open a:r of the 
wild prairie, and were a bardy race, standing an immense 
amount of exposure, which was to them then no exposure. 
When the clothing of the white man, his diet, and living in 
houses was adopted, it was an entire revolution in the ite 
of Indian life, and such a revolution necessarily induced an 
accompanying enervation of the Indian constitution. But 
these causes are now passing away, and the former Indian 
hardihood is again becoming apparent. Our population is 
not on the mecrease, as the last census of my people at this 
place shows a material falling off, not indu only by 
death, however, as many of them have seen proper to chaage 
their location to other agencies. 

As to the working habits of my people. When it is taken 
into consideration that only a few yearsago the Indians of 
the Northwest knew nothing of work as understood by the 
white map, I am gratified to bear hestimnony that their ad- 
vance in this line of civilization bas been factory beyond 
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the supectettons of many. In agriculture and manual labor 
the Indian is on the advance, though in many ways he labors 
ata great disadvantege. The opinion among Government 
contractors that anything is ¢ enough for an [ndian, has 
not become wholly obsolete. Many of them are hauling 
freight for tbe Government, for merchants and for other 
pasties, and many of them are tilling the ground under the 
nstruction of white farmers, and are advancing in the 
modes and manners of civilization. 

There are many things the Indians ze need, and which 
have been promised by their white brethren, and I hope and 
believe their advancement in the near future will be much 
more rapid, satisfactory and permanent.

THE APACHE WAR. 


THE Alta California has been mterviewing some 
of the soldiers who were engaged in the pursuit of 
Gerouimo and who have arrived in San Francisco 
on furlough, They have filled it full of the inform- 
ation it bas no doubt been seeking, for il says: 
‘‘None of them attempted to detract from the glory 
that bas fallen on Gen. Miles, but they adhere to the 
claim that Gen. Miles found his plan a failure, and 
only after falling buck on the idea of Gen. Crook in 
employing Indian scouts did he achieye suvcess. 
The soldiers laugh at the idea of the Apache war 
being ended, and assert that in reality it has just 
begun. There is one chief still at large that thor- 
oughly-posted residents dread more than they ever 
have Geronimo—old Mangus, whose face has never 
yet been seen by the troops. A dozen braves, the 
flower of the Apache fighting meu, remained with 
him when Geronimo, bis weak hearted and crippled 
braves and squaws came into camp and surren- 
dered, and seven more escaped the night before the 
troops reached Fort Bowie with the captives. Those 
seven, like all that are with Mangus, are young fel- 
lows, aged from 20 to 30 years. And there 1s no 
doubt, the soldiers say, but that they immediately 
joined Mangus in his camp amid the fastnesses of 
the Sierra Madres. By recruiting a dozen or more 
bucks who have escaped capture by solitary seclu- 
sion, the old man will havea force of 25 or 30 red 
devils, who will care for and spare no weaker bod 
that comes in their way. In the opinion of the oak 
diers, the policy of sending Geronimo to Florida is 
to disarm Mangus and coax him intocamp.” Sol- 
diers generally know more about the proper con- 
duct of a campaign than the officers who command 
| ogee pee these soldiers seem to be no exception to 

e rule. 


THE Cleveland News and Herald of Oct. 6 states 
that the remains of Wallace J. Meyer, who was 
found dead in his room in the St. James Hotel in 
St. Louis, Saturday morning, arrived in that city 
over the Cleveland, Columbus, Cincinnati and In- 
dianapolis Railway Tuesday afternoon at 1 o’clock. 
A number of friends of the family of the deceased 
received the remains at the depot and conveyed 
them to the residence of bis father, Col. Edward 8S. 
Meyer, Captain, U. 8. Army, retired. The News and 
Herald says: ‘“‘The particulars surrounding the 
death reveal the fact that the deceased had for 
some time been suffering from a disurdered brain, 
(the result of an injury to the bead received in his 
youth.) Thephysician at the Jefferson Barracks 
observed his condition when leave of absence was 
granted him and also forsome time previous. He fre- 
quently labored under strange illusions. After tak- 
ing a room in the St. James Hotel, he visited a num- 
ber of drug stores seeking employment as a clerk. 
Failing in this, be returned to the hotel and had his 
room exchanged for a larger one on the floor below, 
saying that he expected to havea great many callers. 
From the finding of his text books open upon a 
table, with his notebook and pencil by their side, it 
is supposed that he had been studying shortly before 
the fatal act. He took the poison in a glass of wine. 
The day prior to his death, he dined, by invitation, 
at the house of afriend, and bis actions aroused no 
suspicions. His aberrations appear to have been 
transitory,and in one of these spells he took his life.” 
Rev. Mr. Ladd, who conducted the funeral services, 
gave expression to the high esteem in which the 
youvg man was held and the universal sympathy 
felt for bis father owing to the sad circumstances 
attending bis son's death. Mr. Ladd said: “There 
never Was a spot upon his character. His atcain- 
ments in his chosen profession were remarkable. 
aly studious, applying himself with unremit- 
ting fidelity, he was an accomplished chemist at the 
age of twenty. As his pastor, { might speak of his 
Christian profession and his godly character and 
bearing, This certainly should be said, in justice to 
his memory, tbat he never yielded, as so many 
Zoues men do, to the temptatious that assail them.

Tue French frigate Minerve, Admiral Xigne, ar- 
rived at Portland, Me., Oct. 3, from Halifax, and 
goes thence to New York. She carries 15 guns and 
345 men. , 

Rear ApMIRAL J. L. Davis, U. S. N., command- 
ing the Asiatic Station, reported, under date of Sept. 
3, 1886, that everything on the station was quiet and 
the health of the officers and men of the squadron 
was good. 

THe Baltimore Sun says: ‘ Mr. Chas. A. Reeder, 
of Baltimore, called on Chief Engineer Loring a few 
days ago,and was given permission to look over 
the plans and specifications for the machivery of 
the new cruisers. Mr. Reeder contemplates sub- 
mitting a proposal to construct the machinery of 
the two gunboats.” 

A DESPATCH states: ‘‘The Navy-yard, Washing- 
ton, D. ©., has a deserted appearar.ce at present, 
rather than a busy one as expected. Crowds of dis- 
charged workmen who livein East Washington, and 
have nothing else to do, congregate on the corners 
and uround the gates and discuss the situation. The 
contractors and builders are having many applica- 
tious for jobs, of which they have few or none.” 


STEAMBOAT INSPEOTORS FAIRCHILD and Marsland 
on October 4 received from Captain M. N. Goldrick, 
of the tug R. A. Packer, his account of the collision 
with the United States steamer Despatch on Sept. 
30. Hesays: “I had four barges in tow when I saw 
the Despatch coming down Hallett’s Cove. IL blew 
two whistles, which she answered promptly. The 
Despatch, in rounding Hallett’s Cove, took a rank 
sheer to starboard, crossing my hawser, cutting the 
starboard one off und striking the middle barge.”’ 


A NUMBER of letters have been received at the hy- 
drographic office during the month of September 
from the commanders of various railing and steam 
vessels, narrating their experience in using oil atsea 
during a storm for the purpose of smoothing the 
water. They all agree in stating that as soon as the 
oil touched the water it spread over the surface and 
changed the angry waves to long and heavy but 
harmless swells. They describe a variety of plans 
for applying the oil. Several of them attribute the 
rescue of their ships and crews from destruction to 
the oil. Of the hundreds of similar letters received 
in the past no instance of failure has been narrated 
when the oil was vegetable or fish oil. Kerosine and 
the lighter oils have sometimes failed to produce the 
effect desired. The material in hand upon this sub- 
ject will be published in pamphlet form for the 
benefit of mariners. 

In reply to the question whether the naval con- 
structors of the country are taking any interest in 
the plans of the new naval vessels, Constructor Wil- 
son said he thought when the time came for 
opening the bids every firm equal to the work would 
submit bids. Among those who have already taken 
the greatest interestin the work are William Cramp 
and Brothers, Neatie and Levy and J. P. Morris’s 
works at Port Richardson, Philadelphia; the Union 
Pacific lron Works, of San Francisco; Nathaniel 
McKay, of New York; Atlantic Iron Works, of 
East Boston: Harlan and Hollingsworth Works; 
Pusey and Jones, of Wilmiugton; and the Colum- 
bian Iron Works, of Baltimore. The Delamater 
Works, Thomas Rowland, of New York, and the 
Delaware Iron Shipbuilding Compapy, of Chester, 
have yet to be heard from; also the St. Louis firms, 
which are equally capable with the Eastern yards 
to bid for the cor.struction of the two iron gunboats. 
There is no fear whatever but what capable and re- 
7 yee firms, in large number, will*ctompete for 
the building of the vessels, 
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Tur Navy Department is informed that Commo- 
dore Braine assumed command of the Lancaster and 
of the South Atlantic Station, October 6, at Rio de 
Janeiro. 

COMMANDER CHARLES V. GrID_ey, U.S. N., com- 
manding the training squadron, in a report dated 
Funchal, Madeira, September 11, announces the 
arrival of the training squadron at that place Sept. 
6, six days from Lisbon. ‘he squadron was to sail 
for Newport on the day the report was written. 


THERE has been some comment in scientific circles 
about a statement made by Lieut. Scheutze, U.S. 
N., who recently returned from Siberia. He says 
that he recorded at one time cold as low as 85 de- 
grees below zero Fabrenheit. This has been ques- 
tioned by the Signal Bureau. Reference by Lieut. 
Scheutze to the official record of observations made 
in Sibena last year, of which he obtained a copy, 
showed several times 8614 degrees below zero Fah- 
renheit. 

PROBABLY thelightest draught vessel of any con- 
siderable size in the world has within a few days 
commenced running on the Allegheny River, Penn- 
sylvania, doing a passenger and freight business be- 
tween Pittsburgh and the up-country towns. The 
vessel is the new steamer Nellie Hudson, which came 
down the river from Kittaning, 45 miles above Pifts- 
burgh, on her first trip Sept. 25. She is 143 feet lone, 
25 feet beam, 3 feet depth of hold, and draws 10 
inches of water loaded. She inaugurated a naviga- 
tion given up since 1869. 


THE vessels of the North Atlantic Squadron and 
those at the New York Navy-yard will participate 
iu the Bartholdi Statue celebration on October 28. 
Both Rear Admiral Luce and Commodore Chandler 
have been directed to confer with General Schofield 
regarding the matter. The Tennessee is now at New- 
port and will proceed to New York towards the 
latter part of the month, but it is doubtfulif the 
other vessels of the North Atlantic Squadron, which 
are atthe Portsmouth Navy-yard, will take part. 
The vessels of the training squadron will join the 
other naval vessels on this occasion if possible. The 
Jamestown is at Norfolk, and the Portsmouth and 
Saratoga are expected to reach Newport by October 
10, from Madeira. The only vessels at present at the 
New York Navy-yard are the Atlanta, Despatch 
and Alliance. The Atlanta is undergoing some re- 
pairs preparatory to a trial trip at sea. If the 
changes in the thrust bearings, in order that the 
shaft may be oiled more freely, are the only ones 
needed she ought not be detained very long, but the 
difficulty in getting work done promptly on account 
of the monthly appropriation system at the yards 
may delay her until the end of the month. The 
Alliance has been daily expected to sail for the 
South Atlantic station for so lopg, that the officials 
at the Navy Department think that she too may 
participate in the celebraticn. 


Tue Lancaster Print, of Aug. 10, says: “ After 
dinner on the afternoon of July 26, the chain was 
breught to and the spar ard gun deck capstans 
rigged for heaving in by hand—a novelty on board 
where asteam capstan is used. The intention was 
to go out under sail, and it was *man the bars’ 
and ‘heave ‘round.’ It was surprising to see how 
the first 30 fathoms of that chain came in before 
the order ‘avast heaving’ wus given. We had no 
idea that our ship could get over so much ground 
in so short a time, and that so much chain could be 
stowed in so few minutes. A little before 3 o'clock 
*up anchor,’ and 10 fathoms more came in with tae 
samme speed. When the strain was brought on the 
8.000 lbs. bower anchor (we were anchored in about 
20 fathoms) the capstan then slowed. This was what 
the old Gnes were waiting to see and the smiles on 
their faces told of the secret enjoyment of heavy 
heaving as they began to get breath. Our good 
natured fifer had tried hard to keep up with the cap- 
stan, but the strain was so great and it required so 
much wind for the fast music necessary, that he had 
to be relieved atspells by the bugler. Now was bis 
time for revenge and he struck up ‘ Finnegan’s 
Wake.’ It was not a wake, but a wail; all expected 
to see Tim Finnegan's ghost appear to protest against 
such u slow wake. Some one suggested to run that 
fife down, and they did, and in a very few minutes 
the anchor was catted and fished, plain sail made, 
and the Lancaster standing out from St. Helena. 
Time of entire work, 22 minutes.—WELL DONE BOYS. 
Took departure at 3 o’clock July 26; gentle to very 
light breeze from 8. to 8. S. E. until Aug. 1, when 
moderate to stiff until evening of Aug. 6, after 
which calm and very light breeze from W’d. Started 
fires that night and furled sail. Aug. 7 passed the 
uninhabited Island of Triuidad. The Lancaster will 
have sailed 15,831 miles since leaving Rio. The 
Brooklyn, same cruise, Montevideo to Montevideo, 
sailed 16,244 miles.”

NAVAL ACADEMY. 


ANNAPOLIS, MD., Oct. 7, 1886. 


The examination of candidates for naval cadetships closed, 
Oct. 3. at the Naval Academy for the year. Out of thirteen 
candidates that reported five were successful. as follows: 
John Valentine Chase, Louisiana; George W. Williams, 
South Carolina; Lawrence H. Moses, New York: Julian L. 
8S. Latimer, West Virginia, and W. W. Leonard, Texas. Four 
out of the sixteen cadets that were required to undergo a 
re-examination at the Naval Academy failed for the second 
time in their studies and will be dropped. Naval Cadet 
Joseph J. Welsh, of Ohio, member of the Ist Class, declined 
to enter the test and has resigned. The resignation has been 
accepted. Two of those recommended to be dropped are 
members of next year’s graduating class, 

The Academy annals do not record a younger set of in- 
structors than those constituting the present Academic 
Board. Superintendent Sampson is the first of the rank of 
commander that has held the position of superintendent 
since Commander Louis M. Goldsborough assumed com- 
mand of the Academy in 1853. 

The reorganized Academic Board at the Naval Academy is 
as follows: Commander Charles L. Huntington, Command- 
ant of Cadets; Commander Purnell F. Harrington, seaman- 
ship; Commander John Schouler, English studies, etc. ; 
Professor W. W. Hendrickson, mathematics; Professor J. 
M. Rice, mechanics and applied mathematics; Chief Engi- 
neer Edward Farmer, steam engineering; Lieutenant-Com- 
mander Asa Walker, astronomy, navigation, and surveying ; 
Lieutenant Benjamin F. Tilley, mechanical drawing: Lieu- 
tenant Fred. M. Wise, modern languages; Lieutenant Royal 
R. Ingersoll, ordnance and gunnery, and Professor N. M. 
Terry, physics and chemistry. Lieutenant Charles Belknap 
is the secretary of the Board. Lieutenants Chapman C. 
Todd, Theodoric Porter, Edward H. Gheen, and John W. 
Danenhower have been designated as assistants to the com- 
mandant of midshipmen. Ensign F. J. Haeseler is assigned 
to command of the infantry battalion and Ensign John H. 
Glennon to command the howitzer battalion. 

The new term began October 1. The cadets returned from 
leave on the 30th, reported to the Commandant of Cadets, 
shifted from their beloved civilian’s dress into the more 
modest uniform, and were ready to begin work at once. 
There is never very much time lost in commencing a term's 
work at the Academy, and the first night found them all 
hard at work —from the dignified First Class man who wears 
“stripes,” down to the insignificant * plebe” who struggles 
with his first lesson in punctuation. In one point, however, 
they all agreed, they were dreadfully homesick. It can’t be 
helped though. The first cadet who stops to be homesick 
bilges on the dreaded “ semi-an.,”’ which comes in January. 

The corps now consists of 240 cadets, of which there are 
44 in the First Class; 50in the Second ; 58 in the Third; and 
88 in the Fourth.

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SUNDAY IN THE NAVY. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Your editorial on “Sunday in the Army and 
Navy” seems to have drawn several replies from 
the Army; but whether we of the Navy are more 
irreligious or farther removed from participation in 
the discussion of this important subject, no one ap- 
parently has thought fit to present a view of the 
question as from the water. 

One of our curses is “Customs of the Service.” 

One of these curses is to make Sunday a show day 
and to concentrate all the ** pomp and panoply of 
war ’”’ into this so-called day of rest. The day begins 
with a grand scrubbing and cleaning—clearing up 
for inspection, it is called—which lasts till every- 
bcdy dresses up ip his best; then the commanding 
offiver inspects all parts of the sbip, while officers 
and men are at quarters. On the first Sunday of 
every month the Articles of War are read, followed 
by a general muster, usually the third that day; all 
this takes time, preventing those religiously inclined 
from attending service ashore. 
From the practically unlimited power possessed 
by commanding officers, it follows that they that 
have more dread of the Navy Department in their 
hearts than fear of God frequently order much un- 
necessary and irksome work on Sunday “to save 
time.” The writer knows of one man who got 
underway Sundays when possible, as burbors were 
less crowded that day, thereby confessing a want of 
self-reliance pot much to the credit of a uaval officer. 
Naval men with strong religious feelings are 
placed between two fires, for a Court-martial in- 
variably would condemn tbe man that, on a plea of 
conscience, objected to perform any duty his com- 
manding officer ordered him to do. 

The Navy as well as the Army needs a Presidential 
Order limiting Sunday work to that required by 
urgent necessity. What is more, so-called “Sunday 
functions” all ought to be abolished. 1f these sense- 
less parades are to be held at Bil, let them be held on 
one of the days of the week. Sailors as well as sol- 
diers, Naval officers as well as Army officers, unite 
in prais2 of what you have written, and the majority 
of us will pray that success may crown ie? orts.

THE AUSTRIAN REPEATING RIFLE. 


Tue Austrian Wer tice has eo to otept the 
repeating rifle for the army, an e pattern ap- 
proved is the new Manniicher. An order has been 
given for the manufacture of one million of rifles 
as speedily as possible. As the cost of these will 
amount to 15,000,000 florins, it may be concluded that 
the present Werndl rifle will be retained in the Aus- 
trien Service, and that its breech action only will be 
changed. The new weapon has been submitted to 
very effective tests, and is declared by specialists to 
be the very best hitherto invented. far surpassing 
the Kropotsheck repeating rifle in the French Marine. 
The new Manulicher, it is stated, van be fired at the 
rate of from thirty-five to forty shots per minute. 
From the above it appears that Kuropean armies 
are universally adopting the repeatiag rifle. The 
Italian and Swiss armies have it already, and it has 
been issued to a portion of the troops engaged in the 
German and French autumn manceuvres. Russia at 

resent is the only great military nation without it, 
but it cannot be doubted that she will keep puce 
with the times, and not figure at a disadvantage 
with her powerful neighbors.

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PROMOTION BY SELECTION. 

THERE are officers of the Navy who think 
that we might well follow the example of some of 
the European powers and make the Naval War Col- 
lege the road to speedy promotion. While this may 
be looking a little too far ahead, still the question 
of bringing forward our young officers is becoming 
each dey a more setlotis question, and one which 
should be considered in a just and hberal spirit. 
Here is one of many examples: On board of acer- 
tain third-rate the senior watch officer is in his for- 
tieth year. He keeps a watch and has a small divi- 
sion, Twelve years ago he was doing the same duty 
on board a first-rate and had a much larger division. 
Surely this is, as Paddy says, advancing by a retro- 
grade movement, and yet the caseis by no means un- 
common. On this subject the Providence Journal 
Says: 

** Tt is plain that the highest efficiency of the Ser- 
Vice must sooner or later det anid a tadical departure 
from the éstablished system of promotion in both 
Armyand Navy. The evils of the present method 
are not merely theoretical; they have long been felt 
and recognized ; and in England, we believe, have 
even been the subject of discussion in Parliament ; 
at least the need for reform has been given occasional 
utterance there in the public prints. For, in fact, 
the law of promotion by seniority is but the law of 
primogeniture, with@ut the compensations of the 
latter in the perpetuity of family traditions and in 





fluence. It is a law which says that the man who 
entered the Army yesterday must of necessity 
be better than he who enters to-day. It is a check 
upon endeavor, an incitement to indolence. Be the 
young officer never so ambitious or industrious ; let 
him perform what service he will; let him even be- 
come known throughout the Army or the country 
for his ability and attainments, he must always 
dance attendance behind the indolent or incapable 
man who acquires just enough to undergo formal 
examination when the time for promotion comes 
around. In a word, merit in Army and Navy must 
ever wait for its reward till it can step into a dead 
man’s shoes. In this country the evils of the system 
are, perhaps, more keenly felt than in England, for 
the reason that the officer here cannot have before 
his eye the mspiration of a special decoration of 
honor, that would go far to recompense for the 
failure to secure rank. We have in this country 
absolutely no means of rewarding heroic or dis- 
tinguished service, save that about which the Army 
is now complaining, or by the special voting of 
thanks in Congress. And that is an honor which 
for obvious reasons can be granted but rarely and 
under extremely exceptional circumstances. It is 
no wonder, then, that officers of Army and Navy 
cling tenaciously to the little reward granted them 
when their active life is over. This ought indeed 
to be given them ungrudgingly. But more impor- 
tant still is it that the man still capable of labors 
and eager to perform them should receive a recogni- 
tion from the nation that shall be both reward and 
inspiration.” 

As to the truth of this there can be no question; 
the difficulty lies in proposing a remedy. So far as 
experience goes, promotion by selection means, in 
too large a number of cases, promotion by family or 
political influence, or by personal favor of some 
kind. It would be a happy day for our Army and 
Navy if every officer could be made to feel that his 
position, or at least his promotion, depended upen 
his devotion to the duties of his profession. But 
even then service, as well as ability, should be con- 
sidered, as it is everywhere else. No well ordered 
civil establishment fails to take into aecount in its 
selection of subordinates the experience which gives 
a special familiarity with given duties that isin a 
measure a substitute for original ability of a higher 
order, What we want is a system which will pre- 
vent the prumotion of officers who are not fitted to 
discharge the duties of the office to which they 
aspire. We have a system of examination for pro- 
mction in the Navy, and perhaps some of our naval 
officers can tell us why it fails to accomplish the 
intended purpose. Each officer of the Navy is 
confronted by an examination every time he makes 
a step in advance, from the day he appears at the 
Naval Academy on the nomination of his Congress- 
man or the President. If these safeguards, set up 
all along the road, fail to prevent the advancement 
of incompetent officers, as naval officers assure us 
they do, what additional security is to be obtained 
by leaving promotion subject to the will of some 
gentleman selected from civil life without the 
slightest regard to his familiarity with the Navy or 
his ¢apacity to test the ability of naval officers ? 

As to the selection of Flag Officers for the Navy, 
an officer, who thinks that nothing can be worse 
than the present plan, suggests the following: ‘‘Let 
a Board of senior officers nominate, say three cap- 
tains, for promotion, the President to select one of 
these for the vacancy, then you would have none 
but good Admirals. After the system is established 
the law should provide that no Captain should be 
eligible for promotion unless he had served, say 
from eighteen months to two years in command of 
a seagoing ship. Then all your fine ships would be 
sought after by the most energetic and ambitious 
officers as soon as they become Captains; there 
would be an incentive for sea service; ships, squad- 
rons, the whole Service, would feel the benefit of 
the active heads, and we would begin to advance. 
At present no one wishes to go to sea; he gains no- 
thing, and may lose much comfort. Hard work 
is but little recognized and still less rewarded, and 
the Navy in this respect diffors from every other 
profession, and in time of war, for which the Navy 
is supposed to he prepared, this customary habit is 
thrown aside and officers are selected for command 





and rank. I think much has been gained by the

Army system. There has been no general that I 
know of who has not been a distinguished soldier, 
and in consequence the name of general is not com- 
mon or insignificant. You cannot say that of the 
name of Admiral. It signifies nothing, except that 
the man has reached the age of 62 and that there 
occurred a vacancy for him before his 62d birthday. 
He may be a fool—or he may be utterly incompetent 
—these do not signify.” 











THE SURRENDER OF GERONIMO. 


Captivity does not lessen GERONIMO's capacity 
for making things lively to Army officers. Just at 
present the subject of his surrender, its terms, 
General Mies’s report and the Government's in- 
tentions form the burden of despatches from Wash- 
ington every day. The great question seems to be, 
‘**Ought we to hang him?” and the public appears 
to be dissatisfied witb the surrender upon the prin- 
ciple that made Sam WELLER doubt whether he 
had done his duty when no one had been kicked. 

Another phase of the subject is a controversy 
as to General MiLEs’s conduct. Did he do his duty, 
or disobey orders? This is a theme on which the daily 
press is giving sagacious opinions. We have no in- 
tention of jo‘ning in this important discussion, for 
the reason that we do not know what his duty was, 
i. e., the wishes of the War Department as commu 
nicated to the General have not been fully and au 
thoritatively published; and we do not know 
whether he has done his duty, for the equally simple 
reason that we don’t know precisely what he has 
done. His report is in the hands of his superiors, 
but they have not published it, and diligent effort 
on our part has failed to obtain any knowledge of 
its exact contents. We regret to separate ourselves 
from the great body of our contemporaries on this 
important question, but we have decided to hold 
our opinion in reserve until we can learn the facts. 

One tbing seems to be evident, and that is that 
Arizona threatens to be the graveyard of mili- 
tary reputations. General Crook is the liberator 
of that country. His services early in the seventies 
made it possible for white men to live there in 
peace, and it had not been possible before. When 
the Indians became troublesome again be was sent 
for as the one man whose ability to subdue them 
was confided in. He labored with great skill and 
faithfulness, and now at least one-half of the people 
in Arizona believe that Croox was a captive in 
Mexico and that he was completely outgeneralled by 
the Apaches in the campaign of last year. General 
MILEs takes Croox’s place and finishes his work, 
receiving the actual surrender of GERONIMO and re 
moving that savage with many of his braves from 
the Territory. Now the newspapers think that a 
call for the arrest and trial of MILEs for doing this, 
in the way he did it, is likely to be an interesting 
and popular topic, and they are discussing it on all 
sides! All signs fail in a dry time, and neither suc 
cess nor failure seem to protect the soldier in desert 
Arizona. 

We have shared in the indignation and sorrow 
with which the public have observed the bloody 
carecr of this Indian brute, and have felt them 
with an intensity that some other editors probably 
have not known. Having our attention directed 
for years past to the actual facts of Indian raids in 
the Territories and the disastrous results that 
spring from the rush of even a small party through 
the country, we have often been impelled to com- 
pare the short and calm reports of these outrages 
with the sensation that is made when two or three 
ruffians get to fighting in a city, or some wretched 
woman is shot by a man as debased. If the Indians 


were to raid New York and kill half a dozen people | 


what a noise would be mude and what calls on the 
Government to provide troops! Ard yet the con- 
dition of terror that succeeds a raid in the Terri- 
tories and the long-continued interruption to busi- 
ness; in short all those things which form the more 
lasting effects of Indian war, would be wanting in 
the city. The murders would form the whole story 
in the East while in the West the individual dis- 
asters would be of only au indication of distress and 
pecuniary loss which would be widespread. 

Certainly in this view the capture of such chiefs 
as GERONIMO and Nacaes, the removal of so large 
&tumber of turbulent young braves from the Ter- 
ritory cannot but have the happiest effect upon the 


welfare of Arizona and New Mexico on our side of 
the border and f Sonora in Mexico. Perhaps we 
should have done more and captured our prey in 
good hanging condition, but a judgment upon the 
possibility of doing so, and a judgment upon the 
further question of advisability of doing so, is not 
to be formed without a better knowledge of the 
facts than we and other editors now have. 

We believe that the difficulty of capturing the 
Chiricahua chiefs was intensified by the insufficient 
supply of troops, and that the whole incident is 
another and powerful argument for a moderate in- 
crease of our military force; but were the question 
studied from the actual facts as to means available, 
the enemy to be met and the country he was to be 
encountered in, we believe the decision would re- 
sult in most flattering encomiums both upon the 
general who began and the general who finished the 
campaign.

Classifying ‘the paake professions of the 3,557 
parents of cadets, whose occupation is given, 41 per 
cent. were professional men; 27 per cent. merchants 
and traders; 23 per cent. farmers, and 9 per 
cent. farmers and planters. Army and Navy cJicers 
together secured but little over eight per cent. of 
the appointments in spite of the popular impression 
that the Military Academy is a close corporation, 
organized for the express purpose of educating their 
sons. The volunteer officers are, it appears, repre- 
sented by only 19 appointments in all. 

We observe that a correspondent of the New York 
Sun reports a gray-haired Army officer as saying, 
that the Northern Congressmen’s selection of candi- 
dates for cadetships in West Point through competi- 
tive examination has resulted in an inferior class of 
officers, and that the brains of the young army, the 
courage, enterprise, ambition, sense of honor, and 
all the soldierly instincts are in the officers from the 
South. The Congressmen from the States latest in 
rebellion invariably send their best blood to West 
Point. In looking for a boy to make a soldier of 
they never think of selecting one smart in arithme- 
tic, and who can repeat ‘‘Rollin’s Ancient History.” 
They invariably get their boy just as they get their 
racing colts. They look for blood. This cor- 
respondent adds: ‘* Under the different systems 
North and South of supplying West Point with 
cadets, it is easy to tell where the coutrol of the 
United States Army will be in ten years from now. 
There would be some sense in a competitive exam- 
ination for school teachers. There is insensate folly 
in itfor selecting officers for the Army.” He de- 
clares too, that the ‘North got out of West Point up 
to 1861 only three first-rate soldiers—Grant, Sheri- 
dan and Sherman. It could not have got one of 
these if their appointment as cadets had depended 
on a competitive examination.” 

Undoubtedly, the tests which prevail in scholastic 
examinations are not such as to determine a 
youth’s capacity for military service. It is the 
qualities which do not respond to the touchstone of 
the blue stockings and the gradgrinds that make 
the soldierly character. The young ‘‘ Jackanapes,” 
whose story we told last week, represents the 
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youthfal qualities from which develops the martial 
hero—high spirited and daring, generous and self- 
forgetting when the occasion demands, and at the 
same time so full of mental and physical vitality 
that the bounds of prudence and convention are 
overstepped, and the pharisees shocked by depart- 
ures from the beaten paths of propriety. It is not 
every Jackanapes who makes a soldier, by any 
means, but it is the Jackanapes who not infre- 
quently develop the soldierly qualities which are not 
to be discovered by oral or written examinations as 
to soldierly attainments.

An Ottawa despatch of October 8 says: ‘The 
Dominion Government are interestirg them= 
selves in behalf of Grorce HatTueway, a Brit 
ish subject who in 1882 was arrested at Big Horn 
City, Wy.

A GENERAL OrpDER has been issued directing the 
change of the headquarters of the Division of the 
Pacific from the Presidio of California to San Fran- 
cisco and the headquarters of the Department of 
Dakota from Fort Snelling, Minn., to St. Paul, 
Minn., to take effect November 1, and also probib- 
iting an increase in the number of staff officers 
authorized by Paragraph 45 of the Regulations, 
Time has demonstrated with most of the Divi- 
sion and Department headquarters that they were 
better off for the effective tronsaction of public 
business with their headquarters in cities than at 
the military posts to which they were compelled to 
remove under Sec. 6 of the Act of June 18, 1878.

“THERE are, at least, three military organizations 
in the service of civilized governments which retain 
that ancient weapon, the bow. One of these is the 
Scottish Archers, another the Aucient Foresters and 
the third, the Kirghese Irregulars, in the service of 
the Czar. The Scottish Archers were, it appears, re- 
cently honored by the command from the Queen to 
turn out during her visit to her Scottish palace and 
capital. How unfamiliar they have become with the 
traditions of the ancient service they represent, is 
illustrated by an amusing anecdote told by the Lon- 
don Army and Navy Gazette: There is a piece of 
leather called a“ brace,” worn asa guard against 
the bowstring on the left arm by the members of 
the corps, which, however useful, is not ornamental. 
In the order for the parade of the Royal Archers be- 
fore the Queen, it was directed that the men were 
to appear “ without their braces.” As the Archers 
of to-day are neither measured round the chest, like 
recruits, nor lower down, there is no limit to the 
circumference of the members of the corps. Among 
them happened to be one whose physical conforma- 
tion and natural modesty combined were deeply 
affected by the ®%mmand, and after reflection and 
possible trial, he came to the conclusion that it 
would be impossible to expose his person to ridicule, 
and insult his sovereign, by the consequences of strict 
eompliance with the order. He wrote a letter to the 
adjutant accordingly, to say that, owing to his 
physical conformation, he could not keep up his 
clothes properly ‘without his braces,” and he there- 
fore begged he might be excused from being present 
at the parade. 


REAR ApmrIRAL W. W. Queen, U.S. N., reached 
the age of 62 on Wednesday of this week, October 6, 
and was duly placed on the retired list. He 
joined the Navy in 1841, served during the 
Mexican War, and resigned in 1847. In 1854 he 
again joined the Navy, and from that time forward 
steadily rose, until on August 27 last he was com- 
missioned Rear-Admiral.

[INFANTRY AND CAVALRY SCHOOL. 


GENERAL A. McD. McCoox in his annual report, 
after citing the workings of the school, invites at- 
tention to the fact that beside the field officers on 
duty at the school the instructors are necessar‘ly se- 
lected from the officers on duty with the companies 
composing the garrison, and on account of insuffi- 
cient quarters for other officers the commandant of 
the school is limited to those officers, some of whom, 
by physical disability and want of proper knowl- 

ge, are not competent to teach any subject. 
Hence he does not deem it proper to ask for the in- 
telligent, bright and progressive officers to be 
| ae on duty as bis assistants, there not being suf- 

cient quarters at the post to muke them and their 
famihes comfortable. 

He submits the following recommendations for 
the approval of the Lieutenunt-General : 

That the candidates for the next year’s class, and ever 
hereefter, be selected by the colonels of regiments one year 
in advance of the date of entering the school. That each 
candidate shall have an alternate, nominated at the same 
time and by the same authority, to take the piace of the 
candidate shuuld accidents of service prevent his reporting 
at the school, or in case of his failure to enter. 

No candidate or alternate selected shall be over 35 years 
of age, unless he be a most zealous officerand ambitious to 
master the course of the school. All candidates and alter- 
nates to have served two years with their regiments; also to 
possess physical health sufficient to perform active field ser- 


ice. 

Candidates presenting diplomas from West Point, or any 
institution of merit. to be admitted without examination. 
Candidates seporns and uot possessing such diploma will 
be examined by the school staff to ascertain if they possess 
sufficient knowledge of the following subjects to insure 
their progress at the school, namely: General history and 
history of the United States, eeograpby, arithmetic and al- 
gebra, to include theory of logarithms and pormey & 

The latter candidates, having had a year’s notice for prep- 
aration, and failing to pass the examination for admission, 
will without excuse,and should be at once returned to 
their regiments and the alternates substituted for them. 

That student officers be not attached to companies for 
any duty but roll call, and that they perform only sucq mili- 
tary dutiesas muy from time to time be directed by the 
commandant of the school. 

That the companies stationed at the post of Fort Leaven- 
worth be models in their respective arms in administration, 
drill and discipline, and that they be complete organizations, 
all officers belonging thereto should be present, performing 
all the duties of the post prescribed by regulations and the 
commandant of the school. + 

Student officers should not be called upon to perform any 
duties hable to deflect their minds from the regular studies 
or from the subject for which this school was established. 

The student-officers should compose one class, etudy the 
snme theoretical and practicul course, thereby permitting 
each individual officer to strive for the highest standard of 
excellence atiainable at the sehool. 

That the present manner of indicating class study be 
changed. 

That the class be divided into groups, composed of six 
members. 

That the six most meritorious members of the class com- 
pose the first group, but are not to be classified in the group. 

That the next six most meritorious students compose the 
second group, but not classified, and so on totheend. The 
advantages of this system to the Army admits of easy ex- 
planation. Upon graduation names of the members com- 
posing the first group to be forwarded to the Adjutant-Gen- 
eral of the Army, the staff and commandant recommending 
them for preferment, toreign details, etc. 

That, if during any period of the course a student officer 
becomes neglectful of bis studies, failing to pass the stated 
examination, he should upon the recommendation of the 
staff and commandant of the schvol be returned to his regi- 
ment with a proper reprimand from the Lieut.-Geperal, to 
be published to the Army in General Orders. 


Gen. McCook earnestly recommends that quarters 
be erected at Leavenworth to accommodate the 
officers and men of one company of engineer troops. 

He thinks modern military engineering, in all the 
details pertaining to it, should be thoroughly taught 
at this school. There should be model field works 
erected upon different points of this military reser- 
vation. Thereshould be a few pontoon boats, enough 
chess boards and balks with lashings to build a few 
bays of a bridge. There is still water near at hand 
for this exercise. There should also be scaled 
models of modern military fronts, laid ia brick and 
cement, for practical study by the officers of the 

school. In addition there should be models of all 
temporary wooden bridges used in war. We do not 
lack engineering ability in the line of the Army, but 
with the | company comes the skilled 
labor not to found in the average company of 
infantry andcavaliry. The officers of this cowpany 
devoting themselves especially to engineering will 
prove competent instructors in theory and practical 
work in the field. 

He deems the coming of this company of prime 
necessity, for the reason that there is no other point 
in our country where it could render such valuable 
service. 

He recommends that sufficient money be allotted 
to erect sufficient quarters to accommodate the offi- 
cers sent to the school as instructors and students, 
as well as the officers on duty at the post of Fort 
Leavenworth. Each student-officer should have two 
rooms assigned him. The quarters now opanpied by 
most of them are badly lighted, too dark in the day- 
time for comfort and study, and in addition are

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PROMOTION OF GENERAL OFFICERS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal 


ASTYLE of promotion that depends almost en- 
tirely upon the strength of the political fluence a 
Brigadier General and his friends, or a Colonel and 
his friends can control, can hardly be the best for 
the Army. 

Itis supposed that every officer in those grades 
honestly believes himself entitled to promotion. As 
only two could be promoted forty odd are disap- 
pointed. The latter are not as valuable military 
servants of the nation as they were before. They 
have no promotion to look forward to that would 
gratify their pride and ambition. They cannot 
hereafter perform their duties as cheerfully and 
with as honest a belief in the justice of their super- 
iors. They are soured and irritated. Any one fa- 
miliar with our military posts knows that the hap- 
piness or unhappiness of the entire garrison varies 
with the good or bad humor of its commanding offi- 
cer, his whims and vaprices; so all are persoually in- 
terested tn his gratifications and disappointments. 

That an officer gave valuable service to the coun- 
try 25 years ago, it does uot follow that he could 
give equally valuable field service to-day. So the 
question of competency or incompetency for pro- 
motion is a mere difference of opivion between the 


- friends of the several candidates. Our system of pro- 


motiug Colonels (and Brigadiers) forces them to be- 
comes personal rivals, encourages them to be jealous 
of, aud unjust to, each other, 1t mortifies and injures 
the competency of a large number of officers ond 
gives a doubrful benefit to a very few. 

A Colonel who is not competent to be a Brigadier 
in our Army in time of peace is not competent to be 
a Colonel in peace or war, and should be retired, in- 
stead cf being mortified aud his usefuluess injured 
by being denied promotion. A!l the Brigadiers and 
Colonels gave excellent and valuable service dur- 
ing and since the war. Itshould be the desire to re- 
ward by promotion as many of them as possible be- 
fore the time for their retirement from active ser- 
vice. 

Cannot the Army (except those officers who expect 
more rapid promotion through the strength of their 
political influence) approve of and urge upon Con- 
gress that some one of the three fullowing systems of 
promotion be made the law; (at least during peace): 

1. That the oldest Brigadier in age be promoted to 
fill any vacancy among the Major-Generals. The 
Brigadier vacancy to be filled by the oldest Colonel 
of the line. 

2. That the Brigadier who has the longest military 
service (counting all service, as soldier and officer, 
volunteer and regular,) be promoted, and his va- 
eancy filled by the line Colonel who has the longest 
military service. 

3. That vacancies be filled by promotion of the 
Brigadiers and Colonels who are the seniors by date 
of commission in their grades; that is, by seniority 
promotion. 

4. With either system the President should have 
the power, with the approval of his cabinet, to retire 
any Officer above the rank of Colonel at his option. 

Thee plans remove military promotion from 
politics. They would diminish jealousies, and 
officers not promoted would have no occasion for 
mortification. The first system would be preferable, 
as it would make more rapid promotion and justly 
reward a greater number of old officers.

RIFLE FIRING As PRACTICED. 


Is Tne system of rifle practice as at present carried 
out by the N. G. 8. Y., what it should be—and 
do the National Guardsmen, as a body, derive an 
really practical experience in rifle shooting, or is 
this confined to a few crack shots? These are ques- 
tions less easy to answer than might be supposed by 
the casual observer, who remembers only that the 
National Guard is abundantly supplied with officials 
of high rank, to look after their various needs, in- 
cluding a special Dept. of Rifle Practice, issuing and 
calling for voluminous reports. Does not the valor- 
ous militiamanu, who makes 25 points or over out of 
a possible 50, secure a bronze bar yearly, and do not 
the inspectors of mfle practice personally attend the 
shooting and note the men as much as possible? Is 
not good ammunition plentifully supplied, and does 
uot each man carefully shoot and make the required 
peveeuangs or over before he is qualified as a marks- 
man 

True as all this is, itis nevertheless the fact that 
the Guard, as a whole, are very imperfectly in- 
structed inthe most important of a soldier’s art, 
that of rifle shooting, and the present system of rifle 
firing, while it makes an excellent showing on paper, 
is of little or no value when individual knowledge 
is considered. Not fifty per cent. of the Guard— 
who qualify as so-called “marksmen” yearly— 
know the powers of their own rifle, or could, with- 
out the help of experts and left to themselves, make 
the qualifying score of 25 points with the mfle they 
drill with. A regiment assembles at Creedmoor for 
rifle firing; naturally it wants to qualify all its nem- 
bers possible and gain a high place in the Figure of 
Merit in the report of the I. R. P. The different 
companies are assigned to targets and arms 
are stacked. A few crack shots, vsually about 
twelve, comprising “team men’ who have had 
years of experience and who bring with them 
their own special guns, generally equipped with 
wind gauge military sights, and whose shooting 
powers they well know, are brougbt out. To these 
are added three or four other “ specials ’’ from the 
company, whose gun barrels are kept a rusty brown 
for the occasion. Thus each company has on an 
average six special rifles, which are used by all mem- 
bers of the company at all the ranges, with the 
usual exception of 100 yards, the men ignoring their 
own rifles entirely. There are exceptions bere and 
there, but this is the rule, and there is not a com- 
pany in the National Guard shooting at Creedmoor 
that absolutely qualifies all its members as ‘‘ marks- 
men” with their ordinary rifles. This is the result 
of the “system,” and is not the fault of the regi- 
mental officers aud men, 

Again, after the “special” rifles have been put in 
shooting order by the “‘experts,”’ who have obtained 
elevations, etc., the men are called in turn to shoot. 
Private Jones is given aspecial rifleand voached by a 
couple of experts. He 1s told to aim tothe lefta 
little under the bull about 7 o’clock (or else- 
where). Not infrequeutly even the very cartridges 
are handed to him—for fear he may exert himself 

too much. Private Jones, if he is fortunate, finally, 
after a protracted struggle of from seven to ten 
minutes, makes 16 or 17 points, but 1t is just as often 
he doesn’t make enough to qualify on his first trial, 
and later takes a second trial, and perhaps just 
manages to make his total of 25 points, and feels 
happy, for he is now a “marksman,” according to 
the rule. Is be one practically? What has Private 
Jones learned about the shooting powers of the 
rifie he would use in actual service? What has he 
learned about sighting his own piece and the eleva- 
tions needed at the various distances? The sight on 
the special rifle he has qualified with is in the ma- 
jority of cases totally different from the regulation 
sights on the gun as issued by the State, and be has 
simply aimed where he was to'd to, and fired away 
witbout knowing why or even how he did it. 

At the higher ranges it is very common tosee men 
who have been in the service several years take ten 
minutes and over to shoot five shots, and even fail to 
qualify aftera second trial, or to seea man lying 
down at 500 yards, with a special gun, dilly-dallying 
for nearly 15 minutes shcoting « paltry five shots, 
several experts around him, altering his sight and 
watching through a spy glass whether his shot is 
** mud-to-the-right’’—or, perhaps, by dumb luck 
and igrorance—a “bull’s-eye,” or an ‘outer.’ 
Of what service would such a marksman be where 
rapid shooting was wanted, and he had to handle a 
gun with which he was not familiar? 

The ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL was the pioneer of 
rifle shooting in the United States, and it was mainly 
through ite endeavors that the militia secured any 
system of rifle practice; and, while it is, of course, 
admitted that the present “system ”’ is better thaa 
none at all, still itis far from whatit should be or 
can be—it 1s not in ket ping with theage of improve- 
ment. What we need isa system that will give us 
marksmen in fact, and not merely on paper, as at 
present. This can be accomplished without a 
dollar's increase in expenditure. There is more thao 
enough ammunition issued by the State — 
the use of the troops to give each man from three to 
five sighting shots at each range (hardly necessary 
at 100 yards) before his qualifying score commences. 
This is a most important necessity, as a man can- 
not be expected to experiment and make the neces- 
sary per cent. with an allowance of only five 
shots at each range, using his own rifle to qualify. 
The allowance of sighting shots would put an end 
to the practice of using a few special rifles per 
regiment to qualify the men with, leaving the 
elevation, etc., to be obtained by a few “ex- 
perts.” Naturally one regiment or compan 
is not going to qualify each man _ with his 
own rifle while other regiments are using a few 
special rifles. The motto is ‘** They all do it,’ and 
sO must we. By giving each man sighting shots and 
making it an absolute rule that every man use his 
own gun, he could keep arecord ot the necessary 
elevations, ete., needed at various distances and 
learn individually to sight his own piece. 

To avoid any infringement of this rule there 
should be a space on the score card to note the num- 
ber of each man's gun as he shoots. This would pre- 
vent the possibility of the same gun being ed by 
more than one individual. It should also be an im- 

perative rule in the militia fora private on joining 
a regiment to have a gun assigned to him which he 


hould use on all occasions, and no other. This 
would train him to take proper care of his piece and 
prevent the unpardonably rough play with rifles, 
which we have occasionally seen, in spite of the 
efforts of the officers to checkit. Therule of issuing 
&@ wan a regular gun isin practice in some companies, 
but there is no positive and universal rule, and the 
sooner one is made the better. It is really no very 
hard task forany man of average steadiness, and 
with a knowledge of his rifle and sights, to make 25 
points out of a possible 50, and qualify, but there 
are a large number of men who cannot make the re- 
quired score. Thereshould also be a proper time 
limit in shooting and a man who fails to make his 
score within the prescribed timeshould not be quali- 
fied as a marksman. 

Another chance for improvement is in the present 
“regulation rear sight’’ on the rifies. This should 
certaimly be looked after, as that now in use is an- 
tiquated and incorrect in numerous cases. As an 
example, it was only recently that in shooting at 100 
yds. with a Rem. Mil. cal. 50, we saw the rear sight 
adjusted to 250 yds., to get on the target properly. 
These deviations are very common. There are sev- 
eral new military sights in the market which are 
known to be good and could easily be substituted 
for that now in use, The advantage of skilful marks- 
manshbip in time of danger cannot be overestimated, 
avd it behooves the proper authorities to move 
promptly in the matter—revise the system—extend 
the range to six or seven bundred yds., allow sight- 
ing shots to each man, adopt a time limit, make him 
use his own rifle and see that the number of it is 
properly entered after his name. Thus one command 
will bave no advantage over the other and worth- 
less guns will be found out and can be changed or 
their defects remedied. When these reforms are 
introduced we shall havea body of rev! marksmen 
and not such a large percentage of imagiuary ones, 
as we have at present. 





MAJOR ACKERMAN AND THE THIRTEENTH. 


Magsor J. Frep. ACKERMAN, 13th Regiment, writes 
us as follows: 


No one deplores more than Ido the recent disturbances 
that have seriously interrupted the harmony and prog ess 
of my regiment, and I have read with bitter disappointment 
the articles recently published on the subject in your valua- 
bie journal, because I honestly believe that they are dis- 
torted as to facts, false as to theory, and unjust in their con- 
clusions, and [ am svre that if you had investigated the 
matter as fully in all its bearings as you usually seem to do 
the regiment would have been spared a large part of the 
merciless criticism which you hxave seen fit to bestow upon 
it. I have refused to be interviewed on the subject, and I 
only make an exception in your case, because you have seen 
fit to bring my vame into the controversy, and because you 
stand as the representative journal of the National Guard. 
Permit me to say that I do not seek the position of lieu- 
tenunt-colonel as you state, that the meeting of the enlisted 
men referred to was not for the purpose of nominating me 
for that position, that the mention of my name was without 
my knowledge, andthat I regardthe use of my name as 
simply an expression of their triendship and esteem. which 
I believe I have honestly earneg by 16 years of unselfish de- 
votion to the interest of the regiment, and those feelings, 
combined with the respect of the officers of the regiment, 
which I feel I enjoy, [um more than proud of. 

Any personal differences that existed between Col. Fackner 
and myself were mutually settled the night after the elec- 
tion, and I have no ambition nor any wish other than to sce 
the harmony and good feeling which bas prevailed not only 
among the officers but among the enlisted men and ex-mem- 
bers to such a marked degree, fully restored, but I am free 
to say that such a consummation does not seem probable at 
present. Col. Fackner was legally elected, and is entitled to 
all the respect due his position, but I am so at variance with 
the ways and means that were u to secure his election, 
that I shell tender my resignation after the next inspection. 
Permit me to take this opportunity of expressing my appre- 
ciation of the valuable aid your journal has been to me, and 
the uniform courtesy that it has extended to me upon ail 
occasions and which | am sure will not be withheld in the 
present instance.

REVIEW OF THE FIRST N. Y. BRIGADE 
BY GOVERNOR HILL. 


On October 6 Governor Hill reviewed the Ist 
Brigade N. G. S. N. Y. at Washington Square. It 
was the first public turnout of the New York City 
troops since the receut reorganization into one bri- 
gade. The whole affair was not much different 
from previous similar occasions, except that the 
lime of march, on account ef the disturbed state of 
the 5th aveuue pavement, had to be somewhat 
changed. The Governor with his staff in carriages 
reviewed the hme as formed on 5th avenue with 
right resting on Mth street before the march was 
started. The parade certainly was not as brilliant 
as was customary informer years, because instead 
of a major general and two brigadier generals, each 
with a gorgeous staff, only one brigadier general 
with his staff headed the procession. Besides the 
attenuated ranks of at least four regiments proved 
that general interest in the National Guard 1s not as 
active as the importance of having a trained relia- 
ble body of soldiersin a city like New York de- 
mands. The music generally was inferior, and asa 
spectacle to impress the public with the formidability 
of its defenders against foreign as well as inter- 
necine foes, 1t hardly served its purpose. The 
troops themselves seemed to feel this. Distances be- 
tween companies in many cases were too large, 
salutes by officers ill-timed and awkwardly exe- 
cuted, and the marching generally was notup to 
what people bave been accustomed to see. Many 
officers handled their swords like crowbars, others 
did not time their salutes properly, and some, in- 
stead of saluting the Govervor, presented to the 
brigadier general in command of the parade. Some 
regiments were so small that the parade looked act- 
ually “skimpish.”” For ga'a occasions like this the 
State uniform is not suitable, because it is too plain, 
and where it is worn it is difficult to distinguish one 
organization from the otber. The 7th and the 42d 
Regiments were the only ones to be recognized ata 
glance. e 

The State should have one uniform to be worn on 
tual duty by all organizations alike, but for occa- 
sions of ceremony each regiment should have a dis- 
tinctive dress. A blue overcoat, dark blue blouse, 
a fatigue cap common to every organization and 
substantial trousers of hght material should be fur- 
nished by the Stats to all, wmle each regiment 
should be at liberty to select its own dress uniform. 
This would increase the esprit de corps. Cap orna- 
ments to show company and regiment, such as are 





used in the U. S. Army, should be provided for each 


individual. These mattcrs probably have nothing 
to do with the parade immediately, but we mention 
them here because they furnished the universal 
topic of comment among military spectators. Re- 
fraining from making individual comment, we 
especially desire to call attention to the necessity of 
instructing officers in the use of their swords. We 
do not advocate a standard of ** military dudeism,” 
but anybody who holds the position of an officer in 
the National Guard should be competent to handie 
bis weapon, the sword, with ease and grace, just the 
same as he handles his pen or any tool he may need 
for success iu bis daily civilian avocation. 


THE PARADE IN DETAIL. 


The march was begun about 3.30 Pp. M.. and shortly 
after the Governor, accompanied by Adjutant-Gen- 
eral Josiah Porter ; Chief of Artillery, General D. D. 
Wylie; [Inspector of Rifle Practice, Charles W. Rob- 
bins: Brig.-Gen. J. M. Varian, and others of his 
staff, arrived at the stand, and the sound of the 
drums soon announced the approach of the proces- 
sion. Brig.-Gen. Louis Fitzgerald and staff did not 
present the usual dashing appearance. Their horse- 
manship seemed inferior, and they took their posi- 
tion on the right of the reviewing stand, to draw it 
mildly, in a very laborious manner; nor was apy 
couspicuous equestrianism displayed by them at the 
end of the parade. 

The 7th Regiment, 20 commands of 18 files, march- 
ed well, but not by any meunsas well as is their 
custom. There were also blanks in the rear ranks 
avd notably so in the last company cr platoon, 
which is unusual in this regiment. Distances were 
generally too large between companies. Salutes in 
many cases were inferior. Under the supposition 
that the 7th are always the pink of propriety, so far 
as the condition of their dress and accoutrements is 
concerned, we did not take the trouble to look at 
the guard at the review stand particularly, but we 
are informed by good authoritv that the brasses, 
belts, etc., of this guard, which was furnished by the 
7th, were not as they should have beev. Col. Clark 
in taking position on the right of the brigadier gen- 
eral, after passing in review, made, inour opinion, 
an error. (See decision from A. G. O. of Aug. 2, 
1885, published in “Official Memoranda of Decisions,” 
AG. O., of Nov. 9, 1885.) 

The 69th, with J0 commands of 16 files, followed, 
marching well, but breaking step in the rear com- 

@aies ina bad maaner. This was due to the con- 

usion caused by two bands playing, one iu front 
and one in rear of an organization. Civilians should 
not be allowed in the column. 

The 8th had six companies of 14 files, and what 
there was of it looked well. The turnout, however, 
sugcests as peedy settlement of its armorr question. 

The 9th only had eight commands of 12 files, which 
shows a terrible falling off. Thesmall command did 
as well as it could, nut the show in comparison with 
the wonted size of the regiment looked discouraging. 
Tbe turnout was even smaller than that shown in 
our report of the inspection ot the regiment on the 
evening previous, which is printed in this week’s 
JOURNAL. 

The 12th Regiment showed its vitality by a turnout 
of 11 comman:ls of 16 files, evidently well com- 
manded, and certainly marching handsomely. The 
salutes by the officers were much above the average. 
The regiment receiyed a full share of favorable 
comment from those who are competent to judge. 

Col. McAlpine, of the 7ist, undoubtedly rendered 
the snappish best salute inthe parade. The regi- 
meut, nine commands of 16 files, looked remarkably 
well, and ‘its share of favorable commendation was 
well deserved. 

The llth, although it had only 8 commands of 12 
files, looked so much improved that there seems no 
doubt that the reciment bas taken a new departure 
for the better under the management of Colonel 
Ste wart. 

The 22d Regiment, 12 commands of 16 files, made 
the best «ppearance in the parade. It outdid the 7tb. 
The men in their white coats made a solid, square 
appearance, and the aliguments were the best in the 
parade. Some salutes of officers somewhat marred 
the effect of the whole. Nevertheless it is generally 
conceded that the regiment ‘* took the cake.” 

It gives us particular pleasure to report the fine 
appearance of the two batteries (2d and Ist), which 
brougbt up the rear of the paraue. Captain F. P. 
Earle and 2a Lieut. D. E. Wilson, of the 2d, espe- 
cially rendered handsome salutes and manceuvred 
their command in avery competent manner. 

Looking at the turnout as a whole, the parade ap- 
peared very much attenuated, the 7tb, 12th, 22d and 
69th Regiments, being the only ones which showed 
signs of life. With the providing of new armories 
we hope to be able to report a better condition of 
affairs a year hence. 


INSPECTION OF THE NINTH NEW YORK. 


THE inspection of the 9th, which had been an- 
nounced to take place in the armory of the 22d, was 
after all held in the rattletrap concern iu 26th street, 
knowv as the quarters of the regiment. Those who 
went to l4th street to see the parade of the regiment 
were disappointed because they were not there. 
Running Governor's review, rifle practice, inspec- 
tions, and a prospective parade at the inauguration 
of the Bartheldi Statue of Liberty, all within the 
same month and within afew days of each other, 
looks like pushing the Guard too hard. The ten- 
dency therefore is to “cut things short” and get 
through with the least loss of time. Col. T. H. Me- 
Grath, assisted by Col. McLewee, of the Inspector- 
General’s Department, and Major Montant. recently 
appointed inspector on the staff of Brig. Gen. Fitz- 
gerald, made the inspection. The regiment formed 
in fair shape and made a good appearance in line, 
but the military effect would have been better if 
fewer men bad raised their hands to scratch their 
faces or adjust their accoutrements. There was no 
passage in review. The command at once formed 
column of companies for inspection. Lieut.-Col. 
T. B. Rand commanded the regiment during the 
formation and presentation to the inspector, who is 
jurior to Col. Seward, the commander of the 9th. 

The omission of = passage in review was appreci- 
ated by all because it cannot be properly performed 
in this room even with a small turnout like the pre- 
sentone. Had it been attempted nothing but the 
usual crowded and cramped performance would 
have been the result and the entire ceremony would 





have suffered, The inspection was marred only by

the large list of absentees, as will beseen from the 
appended table. Otherwise the regiment appeared 
better set-up, steadier and generally more soldierly 
than has been noticed at any previous occasion. The 
muskets were clean and the dress, accoutrements, 
ete., well adjusted, at least much better than has 
been the custom in the Ninth, and the whole cere- 
mony was evidently better understood by officers 
and men alike. The attendance would doubtiess 
have been much better if the inspection had not 
been held just at the time of registration for elec- 
tion, which kept away a large number of men. The 
affair was brief and wecan, therefore, not make a 
long story of it, but it is only fair to say that what 
there was of it was done welland creditably to the or- 
ganization. After the inspection line was formed and 
Col. McGrath, with a few neat remarks, presented to 
Cos. F, B and K, each a prize offered by the Board 
of Officers to the best three companies for attendance 
at drill and general excellence. The prizes were 
won by the companies in the order named. Thus, 
the affair, although there was no review, ended in a 
neat, pleasant manner, and the whole would have 
been impressive but for the rickety surroundings. 

The only real drawback to the whole rested with 
the first brigade inspector, who evidently has had 
no experience in his pew position. He handled the 
pieces awkwardly, took hold of them in a wrong 
way, often handed them back with the barrel to the 
front and in one instance began his inspection on 
the left of a rank. This seems the more surprising 
in the face of the recent announcement of General 
Fitzgerald that he would have none but thoroughly 
competent officers on his staff.

October 1 the 7th Regiment showed the following strength:

July 1 the strength was 1,021, a change of one in a period ot 
three months. Thestrong attachment of its members to the 
regimental standard, and consequently an almost unvary- 
ing personnel, form the main reasons for the success and 
strength of the organization. While it apparently lacks 
still 29 members of the full standard, this lack is only nomi- 
pal, because the large eompanies are all drilling squads of 
men of various sizes wno are waiting for vacancies to for- 
mally enter their ranks, but who may be looked upon as 
bona fide members. It is to be regretted that this influx 
eanuot be directed to the smaller organizations. We do not 
koow whether the 7th favor the 12 company organization 
but if it were established there is no doubt the additiona 
two companies could be organized here without any delay 
whatever. 

The officers of the National Rifle Association are at last 
bestirring themselves t» find somewhere a range less inac- 
cessible than Creedmoor. Ata meeting Tuesday Gen. C. F. 
Robbins reported adversely on Staten Island and Van Cort- 
landt Park, while Lieut. Zalinski thought it possible to find 
a suitable site on Staten Island. Their proper location is 
along the line of the New York City and N. R. R., which is 
a prolongation of the Manhattan system of elevated rail- 
rvads and opens ur the beautiful land lying between the 
Harlem and the Hudsom. Messrs. Cyrus Field, Jay Gould, 
James Gordon Bennett and other wealthy New Yorkers are 
Jarge holders of property there and ought to find it to their 
interest in helping the N. R. A. to secure a new range.

THE KANSAS ENCAMPMENT. 


Tue four regiments of infantry, the battery of artillery 
and the general and staff officers assembled upon the 
military reservation of Fort Riley promptly on the 20th of 
September. The regiments encamped in column of com- 
panies ; two regiments in the first and two in the secon? line, 
with the battery on the right. The general and staff officers 
had their tents in rear of all. The camp thus formed lay in 
a square extending from the bank of the Republican river 
to the bluffs on which Fort Riley stands, with as}pretty a drill 
ground as any soldier could wish for to the left, with capac- 
ity for the manceuvres of a brigade. The Regular Army 
officers had had the grass mown smoothly. The hot and 
dusty weather was the only drawback to speak of. 

The quickness, order, aud neatness with which the camp 
was formed and maintained is creditable alike to both officers 
and enlisted men. he officers and men of the garrisou at 
Fort Riley came into camp, mingling with the guardsmen 
sociably and pleasantly, and trom the beginning to the end 
the most pleasant relations between the Regulars and the 
Guard were kept up, This rather contradicts the general 
belief that there is something peculiarly haugbty and un- 
desirable about the avera Regular officer in his contact 
with the volunteer or militia soldier. If Cutting, fish bait 
with Canada, or Mexico should get us into trouble with 
those neighbors, the Kansas Guard would not object to ser- 
Ving under commanders such asCompton, Miller, Hamilton, 


Paul, Mclaughlin, et. al., at Riley would make. There was 
nothing that either their thoughtfulness, or our—well, say 
* gall”—could suggest or ask for, that those gentlemen 
not at once respond to our wants. We certainly must have 
taxed their patience, but our importunities arose from our de- 
sire to learn, and this they doubtless understood, for they 
praised the soldierly bearing of the Guards without stint; 
going so far astosay that some of our officers did not re- 
quire any instruction at their bands. In this connection we 
may be permitted to say, in the language of Capt. McLaugh- 
lin, “a little soft soap in praising the Guard is pardonablie 
now and then.” 

We had daily guard mounting, and once, that I saw, a 
rather poor Grand, or Brigade, guardjmount. The duties of 
officers and field officers of the day and those of the sentinels 
were fairly well done. The guard was entirely too numer- 
ous or the hours on post too long. There was considerable 
oversight in regularly relieving sentinels. Grand rounds 
were unfortunately omitted. 

Company and battalion drills were quite good in all the 
regiments, everything considered. While they fell far short 
of tactical perfection, they showed great progress over last 
year’s encampment. The my were put to a most severe 
test, as each day they were on their feet fully eight hours on 
some kind of duty. Prizes were offe: for winning com- 
panies and regiments. Drill cards were distributed contain- 
ing exercises for companies, m open ranks to wheeling 
column of > into lineand halt, each card containing 25 
out of the 54 movements in theschool of the company. e 
first prize went to’Co. A, of the 3d, and the second to Co. A 
of the Ist Regiment. Only the Ist and 24 Regiments contended 
for first prize m the regimental contest, where all interest 
ceatred, The Ist, Colonel Patrick, came upon the field with 
every field officer and all companies present. Their march- 
ing was fine. The movements were firing by company, 
rank and tile, breaking into column of fours from right to 
march to the left, form column of fours on right into line, 
to form double column of fours from the halt, form double 
column of fours on right into line, to break into column of 
companies from line to the right, form column of companies 
at full distance front into line, to ay A into column in rear 
of first division, change direction by the right flank, deploy 
on rear division, marching in line, form double column, de- 
ploy double coluwn, form close column from column of 
tours, break from this into column of fours to the frout and 
to form line from column of fours. The Ist Regiment per- 
formed all these with credit, except that the alignments in 
marching in line were bad and that in the deployment on 
rear division several bad breaks occurred. Other mistakes 
were of very trifling nature. This left to the 2d Regiment 
but little chance, because it not only had to do well every- 
thing the Ist did well, but could not afford to make more 
than one break, and it lost the contest. 

Those who understood the difference in the efficiency of 
the field officers of the regiments knew that the best regi- 
ment in the Guard had only the task left of drilling in the 
face of certain defeat. The 2d did not nearly do as well as on 
daily drills. The Ist had had opportunities in the spring to 
work together during the labor troubles, and the 2d mourns 
the loss of a number of its best line officers since last year's 
camp. At regimental inspection and dress parade, as well 
as guard mount, the 2d, through the efficiency of its adju- 
tant, line officers and men, is still ahead so far as the tactics 
require; its colonel, however, introduced religious exercises 
on dress purade with beads uncovered, the chaplain deliver- 
ing prayer in its front in fulluniform. It isa beautiful camp 
mecting exercise interpolated into Upton's Tactics by the 
gallant and original colonel of the 2d. Then on review, he 
introduced the drill of the Flambeaux Club by opening files 
and extending around from column of fours, closing, as he 
passed the general, to column of fours again; beirg just 
) by two regiments in column of companies at full 

istance. 

The brigade was closely inspected, regiment after regi- 
ment, in one day, personally by Lieut.-Col. Compton, 5th 
U. 8. Cavalry. Besides handling 1,600 rifles he inspected 
closely the tents, camp and garrison equipage of each com- 
pany. This was probably a task never excelled by any in- 
specting officer in our service, when it is noted that he n- 
died each and every piece carefully. 

On the 2ith three regiments, Ist, 2d and 3d, and the bat- 
tery of artillery marched four miles to Junction City, 
through a blinding cloud of dust, in review through 
the city and again in review in the fair grounds. Aftera 
rest of an hour, about 4 P. M..a sham battle was fought in 
the presence of thousands of citizens, who declared the 
effect verv striking. 

In conclusion, the effect of our contact with the Regular 
Army was very instructive. Eve one of the Guards 
whom I heard speak declared that they had learned a great 
deal. I would suggest that a field officer of the Regular 
Army, with a staff of line officers, should be placed in full 
command of these militia camps, in order to teach the 
otticers how to establish order, police the camp, enforce dis- 
cipline, make out the administration papers, and perform all 
of the duties cal'ed for in actual service. In this way they 
could instruct the militia; and the presence and practice of 
large bodies of militia under their control would accustom 
them to a familianty with the manners and customs of that 
large | of citizen soldiery which must ever compose our 
armies. That mythical chasm which is supposed to separate 
West Point and the Army from the rest of our people would 
then naturally be obliterated. 

The Guards presented our Adjutant General, Col. A. B. 
Campbell, with a fine gold watch on the camp grounds for 
his sterling qualities as an officer and organizer. The present 
efficiency of the National Guard of Kansas is largely due to 
his ability and zeal. 

In speaking more extensively of the Ist and 2d Regiments 
not the least sligbt is intended the 3d and 4th or the battery. 
They are fine bodies of men. The 3d and 4th are making 
fine progress, and are but little behind the other two; on all 
points probably not any. The battery is well drilled and 
officered. 

The medical, department was well handled, but there was 
little sickness. The commissary stores were furnished by 
contract, and pronounced fair, with exception of the beef, 
Some of the men complained of insufliciency of we -

FRENCH ENGINES OF WAR. 


A FRENCH correspondent writes: “ Boulanger and 
the members of the commission have been out to 
Chavignon, a a een town of Alsace, to study 
experiments with the new Fere gun, of which great 
stories are told. It1s very light, admits of a perfect, 
undeviating aim, and throws 12 balls. ut the 
French pinned their faith once on the mitrailleuse 
and were rudely undeceived. Hence they are dis- 
posed to be skeptical now of the merits of any 
weapon which calls for short range, which they 
never could get in the German war. All the fire- 
works of enthusiasm are reserved for the new bomb- 
shells, for which a monster mortar is specially made/ 
with a new explosive of hitherto unheard-of power . 
The shellis a metre long, and bursts by a secret 
chemical combination. The explosive is harmless in 
itself, and can be transported with perfect safety. 
Most tremendous things were done at the trial at 
Malmaison, great stone walls being demolished and 
thick plates of steel penetrated and shivered to 
atoms. The noise of the explosion was terrific and 
the execution appalling. In thetimeof the Com- 
mune one house, at No. 92 Avenue des Yernes, re- 
ceived 8 bombshells, yet it was only slightly dam§ 
aged in two places. One of the new shells can alone 
destroy a whole block of stone buildings. Boulan- 

er is going to ask the Deputies a fortnight hence 

or acredit of 125,000,000f. to begin the immediate 
manufactare of a number of these sbelis and for re- 
modelling the French forts for the use of the new 
mortars, but the Germans boast of huving much the 
same kind of weapon, and 175,000 of them on hand; 
so some of our newspapers conclude that war be- 
tween the two countries is made impossible by such 
perfection in the possibilities of slaughter and de- 
vastation.”’ 


THE STORY OF THE MEEFOO. 


THE story of the Chinese transport Meefoo, as told 
by the United Service Gazette, of Loudon, is as exe 
citing as one of Maryatt’s tales. 

The Meefov left Foochow for Chinchu, near Amoy, 
on May 13, having taken on board at the former 
place about 200 passengers, who were booked for 
various Yangtsze river porta. These men were 
thought to be disbanded soldiers, as each of them 
came ou board furnished with a B my? ticket 
granted by the native authorities. They all, how- 
ever, wore civilian clothes. The Meefoo arrived at 
Chinchu on the 14th, and having embarked 2,200 
disbanded troops, left there fur Hankow on the 
2i1st, arriving en route at Shanghai on the 22d, and 
leaving there on the following day, and thence to 
Chinkiang. A nephew of the Viceroy of Foochow 
was & passenger by the steamer for Hankow, and 
shortly before her arrival at Chinkiang it was dis- 
covered that a lot of his luggage, containing a good 
deal of money. besides his mandarin clothing and 
other valuables, had been stoleu. Numerous com- 
plaints were made to the General in charge of the 
disbanded soldiers, by some of the latter, that a 
great deal of money had been stolen. Each of these 
2,000 ** braves” is said to have had between ten and 
twenty mexicans in his possession, the amount with 
which they were paid off. Inquiries were made 
which led to the discovery uf some of the thieves, 
and part of the Viceroy’s luggage was found in the 
forebold, where the era who were taken on 
board in Foochow were berthed. It also legked out 
that a conspiracy was being hatched amongst these 
men to kill all the foreigners on board and take 
charge of the vessel, and for this purpose they had 
come on board, being aware at the same time that 
the disbanded sone would take their backpay with 
them. The General in charge thought it the safest 
to deter cbastisement of the pirates till after arrival 
in Nanking, where he would oonfer with the Vice- 
roy and ask hita what measures to adopt, The 
Meefoo arrived at Nanking on May 25. The General 
went or shore to get the necessary instructions from 
the Viceroy, after a few ;hours’ absence returning 
on board, when the anchor waa raised, and the Mee 
foo proceeded on ber voyage to Hankow, 

The General’s orders were to decapitate the whole 
gang of pirates on the way up. But the pirates were 
mixed up with the disbanded soldiers, aud how were 
they to be recognized, as many of the disbanded 
troops also wore civilian clothes? The General, in 
this dilemma, gave secret orders to each of the sole 
diers to have ared ribbon wove in his tail; those 
who had none were to be considered pirates, On 
each hatchway leading from the forebold where tne 

irates were stowed ge! were planed several uf the 

eneral’s body-guard, with dpawa swords, who had 
orders to cut everybody's head off whocameon deck 
without the red ryuheg in bis qucue. The General 
himself, with Grew sword, was posted alongside the 
hatohway, just abaft the foremast. Saou a oar was 
seen popping outof the hatchway,; the red ribbon 
was absent, and with three slashes, givea by the 
General himself, the hex was severed aud rolled 
along the ship's deck, is done, the General went 
on the bridge ta watch the further decapitations, 
Sooy four others of the pirates came up the .hatoh- 
way on the starhoard side, but hardly had they 
reached the deck when about a dagen of the Gen. 
eral’s hody-guard rushed gpen them with their 
swords and literally hacked them tq pieces, the 
headless, armless, and sa et trunks rolling aout 
the deck in fropt of the chief officer's roam, whilst 
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all around was smeared with blood. The still-con- 
vulsed limbs were then thrown overboard. A few 
minutes afterwards two more pirates showed them- 
selves on deck; seeirg the drawn swords flash 
around them they tried to escape, but were caught 
on the quarter deck and also cut to pieces. Three 
more of the desperadoes, also unconscious of the 
fate awaiting them, appeared next. Again the 
swords fleshed around their beads and in trying to 
escape by jumping overboard one of them had his 
back slashed in two, whilst another was run through 
with a sword while standing on the rails; the third 
succeeded in reaching ‘the water with his shuulder- 
blade split open. The three bleeding bodies are said 
to bave dyed the water for a cousiderable distance. 

The Meefoo presented by this time anything but an 

reeable spectacle, the decks beiug smeared with 
blood fore and aft. rdere were now given to sus+ 
pend each one of the pirates by his tail to beam and 
then decapitate him. Again two persons were seen 
coming 5 dy deck, vone of them having the red | 
ribbon in his queue. bem f were at once captured by 
the body-guard and tied upto oneof the awning 
rafters; already the executioner was getting ready 
to strike the fatal blow, when some of the discharged 
soldiers recognized in the intended victims two of 
their comrades, who had omitted to put the ribbon 
in their tails. Another soldier barely escaped being 
hacked to pieces through a similar neglect on his 
purt; he received two severe gashes across the 
shoulder, which were afterwards sewn up by the 
chief officer. The horrible scene was further inten- 
sified by all the body-guard dipping their swords in 
the pools of blood which were running into the ves- 
sel’s waterways in the belief that this would act asa 
cbarm to the wearer. News of the fearful slaughter 
which was going on on deck must by tbis time have 
reached the pirates, who were stowed away in the 
forehold, on the top of some voals, for no more of 
them ventured to come up on deck. 

The Meefoo arrived at Wuhu on the 26th, and, it 
being evening, cast anchor. The General, tired, per- 
haps, of the sickening spectacle—though he had au- 
thority to kill all the gang of pirates—is said to have 
given the desperadoes to understand that if any 


Sueno manner in which he acted. Cruel and 
horrible as the spectacle was, to his prompt action 
they consider they owe their lives, as there can be 
no doubt that the men came on board for the sole 
purpose of seizing the vessel, should a favorable op- 
poitunity offer. The officers also speak in the high- 
est terms of the good behavior of the disbanded sol- 
diers who did ali in their power to keep the desper- 
adoes under control. 








THE GERMAN ARMY. 


THE military correspondent of the République 
Francaise has been having a look at the German 
Army in the field. His opinion, judged from in- 
trinsic evidence, appears to be fairly impartial for a 
French critic. The Germun cavalry be thinks sim- 
ply splendid. He says: “1 have the greatest admuir- 
ation for the German cavalry. By my side was a 
Captaine Instructeur of a French frontier regiment, 
who remarked, ‘1 would give the best horses of the 
whole of my regiment, officers’ chargers included, 
fora single one of those squadrons.’

ports are hurled forward in three ranks, just as 
under Frederick the Great; and finally, the reserves 
are marched up in columns of attack. This forma- 
tion, in these days of repeating and long-range rifles, 
will give a great advantage to the infantry, if it will 
not allow itself to be intimidated and fire straight.” 
In short, the French critic thinks that the German

ITALIAN TORPEDO-BOATS. 


Tue London Times gives particulars of the first of 
four torpedo cruisers for the Italian Navy, which 
has just been launched at Castellamare, near Naples. 
The vessel received the name of Tripoli, and is of 
the following dimensions: Length, 230 {t.; breadth 
of beam, 26 ft.; depth of hold, 16% ft.; draught of 
water, 914 ft.; displacemert, 740 tons. Several novel 
features have been ictroduced in the construction 
aud mode of propulsion of the Tripoli. Aithoagh 
she is of comparatively small tonnage, she has an 
armor of 15) in. and steel bulkbeads, steel being ex- 
clusively used in her construction. Compared with 
her size, she has also been supplied with an enor- 
mous propelling power, three independent engines 
with two boilers each, and each working a separate 
screw (consequently three screws, which is un 
entirely new system), JPacomes an aggregate 
power of 3,600 horses, and driving the vessel at a 
speed of 18 miles an hour. The engines have been 
supplied by Messrs. R. and W. Hawthorn and Co., 
Newcastle-on-Tyne. The Tripoli bas five launching 
apparatus for torpedoes—two ut the bow, one at the 
stern, and one on each side, the three latter being 
of arevolving type. She will also besupplied with 
eight quick-firing guns, four of a calibre of 57 milli- 
metres, four vf 37 millimetres (244 in. and 1.443 in. 
respectively), and three rey olving guns, of a calibre 
of 37 millimetres. The other three torpedo cruisers, 
sister ships to the Tripoli, are still building, but are 
expected to be ready for launching shortly.

SPEED OF WARSHIPS,

This 
measure is attributed to the great increase in piracy 
that bas lately taken place in that quarter, render- 
ing a most prompt and vigorous repression abso- 
lutely indispensable for the interests of trade. 


On Sept. 29 was to be leunched at Lorient a new 
ironclad, one of the most formidable constructed in 
that dock. The Hoche measures in length 100 
metres, 40 between the perpeodiculars, and 105 
metres from one extremity to the other; its breadth 
is 1966 metres; nominal force of engine, 2,500 horse- 
power; speed, 17 to 18 knots; armor, 45 centimetres 
thick at the water-line; the turrets, one with two 
guns of 34 centimetres ; the other, two 27 centimetres. 


A REPORT has been published on the losses of the 
Russian Army of the Danube in 1877-8. The result 
given are as follows: 6.465 men killed from wounds 
received; 44,459 men lost through sickness. The 
effective of the army in July 1878 was 592,085 men; 
thus showing the smallest proportionate loss sus- 
tained by ap army in the field since the beginning of 
the century.

In consequence of the mode in 
which the india-rubber was fastened to the ship, no 
other result could have been expected; and of the 
value of the asbestos packing there could have been 
little doubt. It is well, however, to have such mat- 
ters demonstrated beyond question. A certain 
amount of precaution bas been taken also to insure 
secrecy on this occasion, but the results may be 
summed up as follows: Sixty two pounds of com- 
pressed gun cotton exploded 30 feet from the ship 
and 10 feetunder water, damaged the net defence, 
but left the vessel unharmed.

Tue strength of the British Army during the first 
six months of the present year bas increased from 
200,785 ot all ranks of the Regular Forces, on Jan. 1, 
1586, to 202,923 of all ranks on July 1, 1836. This 
numer is the largest total that has ever been at- 
tained since the year 1866, when the grand totul of 
all ranks reached 205,356. 

THE equipment for extemporized cruisers for the 
English Navy iz to be diviied into three classes, 
containing each an equal number of ships—the first- 
class to carry 12 guns, the second 10, and the third 8. 
Fourteen armaments will be kept at Portsmouth, 
nine at Devonport, and seven at Chatham. The 

uns include 112 5-in. breevh-.:oaders, 64 7-in. muzzle- 
oaders, 76 40-pounder Armstrongs, and 48 64-pounder 
muzzle loaders. 

Suon favorable reports have been made of the 
trials of the new Gras magazine rifle by several 
corps of the French Army. duriag the past mancu- 
vres, that its speedy adoption for the infantry is 
shortly looked for. Only one objectiocr has been 
raised agaivst ite use, in the excessive weight of the 
weapon with the bayonet fixed. This drawback is 
to be remedied before the improved rifle can be is- 
sued to the troops. 

Frripay, Sept. 24, the column erected at Vienna in 
honor of Admirai Tegethoff, the hero of Lissa, was 
unveiled in the presence of the Emperor of Austria 
and all the notabilities in the capital. The monu- 
ment is modelled after Nelson's column in Trafalgar 
Square, and is more than 80 ft. high, the base being 
of polished granite and the column of marble, the 
statue and two side groups, which take the place of 
Landseer’s lions, being of cannon bronze. These 
two allegoric groups represent battle and victory 
respectively. 

THE two courts-martial at Madrid, composed of 
17 Generals and 4 Colonels, commenced October 2 
the trial of General Villacumpa and the other offi- 
cers im licated in the recent rebellion.
